Mr.  President,  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association,  and  ladies:  It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  add  to  what 
the  Mayor  has  just  said  in  welcoming  this  your  Forty-ninth  Annual 
Convention  to  our  city.  I  stand  in  awe  every  time  I  come  before 
your  Association,  feeling,  as  I  do,  that  you  are  such  an  ancient  and 
honorable  organization  and  that  I  am  quite  an  infant  in  this  affair 
of  helping  to  run  cities  .  But,  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Safety,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  welcoming  you  men  not  to  our 
city  but  to  your  city.  Raleigh,  being  the  capital  of  North  Carolina, 
is  not  just  merely  Raleigh’s  city  but  belongs  to  everyone  in  North 
Carolina;  and,  since  you  gentlemen  play  such  a  vital  part  in  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  every  city  in  North  Carolina,  it  is  rather  futile  for  us  to 
welcome  you  to  your  city.  But  we  who  are  charged  with  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  your  capital  city  of  North  Carolina  welcome  you  to  your 
city,  and,  in  behalf  of  all  the  citizens  of  Raleigh,  I  welcome  you, 
every  one  of  you.  (Applause.)

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME 


Honorable  S.  J.  Ferguson,  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  of  Raleigh 

Mr.  President,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure,  as  Commissioner  of  - 
Public  Works,  to  welcome  you  to  our  city.  We  trust  that  you  will 
enjoy  every  minute  of  your  stay  while  in  our  city,  and  it  will  be 
our  pleasure  to  do  everything  that  we  can  to  make  your  visit  here 
very  enjoyable. 

I  think  that  we  could  get  a  great  lesson  from  the  firemen.  I 
have  noticed  many  times,  with  pleasure,  the  way  you  go  about  youi 
work.  It  is  true  that  you  have  leisure  time;  but  when  the  gong 
sounds  I  notice  that  every  man  is  on  his  feet  and  ready  to  move 
and  to  go  with  a  great  determination — a  determination  to  accom¬ 
plish  something  to  do  the  job  you  have  started  out  to  do  and  do  it 
well.  I  wonder  if  the  same  spirit  should  not  dominate  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  every  employee  in  every  municipality  and  every  man 
in  an  official  position.  How  much  we  could  accomplish,  how  much 
good  we  could  do  when  we  take  up  our  various  duties,  if  we  had 
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within  us,  dominating  our  hearts  and  minds,  that  spirit  of  activity 
that  is  expressed  by  the  firemen.  If  we  had  that  spirit  we  would 
accomplish  a  great  deal  in  our  positions  and  would  be  successful. 
I  am  sometimes  afraid  that  we  feel,  when  we  once  get  into  office, 
when  we  are  elected  by  the  people  and  get  in,  that  the  main  result 
has  been  achieved  and  that  we  have  a  tendency  to  lie  down.  But  to 
my  mind  that  is  the  wrong  feeling.  We  have  then  just  started  to 
work,  and  we  should  feel  that  way  about  it.  We  should  cooperate 
with  each  other.  A  spirit  of  cooperation  should  prevail  in  all  the 
departments  of  city  government.  I  am  proud  to  say,  on  the  part  of 
my  two  colleagues,  that  we  have  found  a  spirit  of  cooperation  pre¬ 
vailing  in  many  instances.  I  have  had  occasion  to  call  upon  the  fire¬ 
men  a  number  of  times.  It  is  true  we  have  our  assigned  duties;  the 
lines  are  pretty  well  drawn;  but  I  find  that  when  it  is  necessary  for 
the  firemen  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  they  are  willing  to  do  it  one  hundred  per  cent,  and  I  want  the 
boys  of  our  city  here  to  know  that  it  is  greatly  appreciated  by  me 
and  by  my  Department.  (Applause.)  And  I  want  them  to  know 
that  my  Department  is  always  willing  to  return  the  same  favor  and 
courtesy  when  we  have  opportunity.  That  is  my  idea  of  success  in 
city  government. 

I  am  proud,  too,  that  the  firemen  of  our  city  are  under  civil 
service.  I  do  not  know  how  many  of  the  cities  of  North  Carolina 
have  put  their  first  departments  under  civil  service,  but  I  can  see 
that  by  it  the  efficiency  of  the  departments  would  be  greatly  im¬ 
proved — improved  in  this  way,  that  you  take  them  out  of  politics. 
Politics  is  not  such  an  awfully  bad  thing,  I  think,  if  we  conduct 
ourselves  in  the  manner  that  we  should  and  in  the  way  we  should 
But  if  you  take  the  fireman  out  of  politics  and  let  him  know  that 
he  does  not  have  to  get  out  and  hustle  around  to  get  votes  two 
-  years  hence  or  four  years  hence  but  that  he  is  there  on  his  merits 
and  is  there  because  he  is  efficient,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  ought  to 
bring  to  his  mind  a  great  satisfaction.  For  that  reason  I  am  glad 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  as  well  as  the  Police 
Department,  is  under  civil  service.  If  other  departments  could  be 
improved  by  putting  them  under  civil  service  I  should  be  glad  to 
see  them  put  under  it  also. 

I  am  supposed  to  welcome  you,  but  I  am  getting  off  a  little. 
Another  word  about  politics.  I  am  not  a  politician,  but  I  have  an 
idea  about  politics.  My  idea  about  politics  is  that  after  a  man  is 
elected  to  office  he  should  forget  all  about  politics  and  do  his  best 
and  his  utmost  to  render  efficient  service  for  the  people  that  he 
represents  and  then  leave  it  to  them,  at  the  close  of  his  term,  to 
decide  whether  or  not  he  is  worthy  of  his  position.  My  idea  of  a 
good  politician  is  a  man  who  forgets  the  political  side  of  it  after 
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he  gets  into  office  and  who  leaves  it  to  the  public  to  determine 
whether  he  is  worthy  of  the  position  he  holds.  If  we  do  something 
good  we  do  not  have  to  go  around  advertising  ourselves.  Somebody 
is  going  to  see  the  good  that  we  do,  and  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  us  to  proclaim  it  from  the  housetops  or  streets  corners  or  any¬ 
where  else. 

I  appreciate  this  opportunity  of  welcoming  you  ladies  and  gen¬ 
tlemen  to  our  city.  Repeating  what  I  have  said — that  we  want  you 
to  enjoy  every  minute  of  your  time  here — if  my  Department  can 
contribute  in  any  way  to  your  pleasure  and  enjoyment  while  in  our 
city  we  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  do  so.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  If  you  will  excuse  me  just  a  minute,  I 
want  to  have  a  word  to  say  about  politics  and  fire  departments.  I 
don’t  reckon  there  is  an  organization  in  North  Carolina  as  free 
from  politics  and  enmity  as  the  fire  departments.  You  all  know  that 
when  the  gong  rings  you  go;  whether  it  is  to  the  hovel  of  a  poor 
Negro  or  to  the  mansion  of  the  Governor,  you  go.  Therefore  we  do 
not  practice  politics  in  the  fire  departments. 

We  shall  now  be  favored  with  an  address  of  welcome  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department  and  your  Vice-President,  Mr. 
W.  E.  Holland. 


ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME 


W.  E.  Holland,  Chief,  Fire  Department,  Raleigh 

Mr.  President,  ladies,  gentlemen,  and  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association: 

We  are  highly  honored  by  your  selection  of  our  city  as  the 
meeting  place  of  the  Forty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  our  great 
Association  and  your  presence  here  today.  Our  aim  is  to  see  that 
each  of  you  has  a  good  time,  and  we  trust  that  your  visit  will  be 
pleasant  and  profitable.  On  behalf  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  its 
entire  Fire  Department,  I  extend  to  each  of  you  a  cordial  welcome. 

I  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  were  to  be  favored  with  a  response 
from  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina  by  the  Honorable  George  Mc¬ 
Neill,  son,  as  you  know,  of  our  late  leader,  Captain  James  D.  Mc¬ 
Neill.  I  received  a  letter  from  him  yesterday  saying  that  he  is  sick 
in  bed  and  will  not  be  able  to  be  out  for  another  week  or  ten  days. 
He  wrote  me  the  letter  and  asked  me  to  let  Sherwood  Biockwell 
read  it  here.  But,  as  Sherwood  lives  in  Raleigh,  it  is  not  becoming 
for  him  to  respond  to  the  addresses  of  welcome.  Therefore  I  asked 
the  Chief  of  the  Fayetteville  Fire  Department  to  read  Mr.  McNeill’s 
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letter  and  make  whatever  remarks  he  wants  to  make.  I  apologize 
for  him  because  he  has  had  no  opportunity  for  preparation.  I  now 
present  Mr.  S.  W.  Tillinghast,  Chief  of  the  Fayetteville  Fire  De¬ 
partment. 

MR.  S.  W.  TILLINGHAST,  Chief,  Fire  Department,  Fayette¬ 
ville:  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  I  do  not  need  anyone  to  apolo¬ 
gize  for  me  when  I  speak  to  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina.  That  is 
always  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege.  But  I  was  asked  to  read  this 
letter,  which  I  shall  do.

My  Dear  Doc: 

I  regret  in  no  small  measure  my  inability  to  be  present  at  the 
annual  convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  Association  and 
take  my  place  on  the  program,  but  I  have  been  confined  to  my 
bed  by  illness  for  the  past  three  weeks  and  will  probably  be  inca¬ 
pacitated  for  at  least  two  more  weeks. 

Since  you  honored  me  by  asking  that  I  respond  to  the  ad¬ 
dresses  of  welcome,  I  have  looked  forward  with  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  to  attending  the  convention,  renewing  old  acquaintances, 
meeting  the  younger  members  of  the  association  and  forming  new 
friendships.  I  am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  association  for 
their  loyalty  to  me,  and  I  wanted  to  express  my  deep  and  sincere 
appreciation  to  each  one  personally. 

The  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  Association  was  planned  and 
founded  by  men  of  wide  foresight  and  vision  and  in  no  part  of  the 
setup  was  there  a  place  for  politics.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  the 
non-partisan  organization  it  was  intended  to  be,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  will  always  be. 

However,  during  the  recent  Democratic  primary  firemen  all 
over  the  state  rallied  to  my  support  when  I  offered  for  Lieutenant 
Governor  thus  making  possible  the  splendid  vote  accorded  me. 
These  firemen  friends  came  as  individuals  and  not  as  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  association,  a  well  known  fact  that  makes  me  all  the 
more  eager  to  thank  them  myself. 

Having  the  best  interests  of  the  association  always  first  in  my 
heart,  I  urge  the  veteran  members  of  the  organization  to  stress  the 
importance  of  keeping  politics  out  of  the  association  to  the  younger 
members  and  all  unite  our  efforts  to  maintain  the  brotherhood 
along  the  same  lines  it  has  so  successfully  thrived  since  the  time  of 
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its  founding. 

My  father,  the  late  Captain  James  D.  McNeill,  loved  every 
fireman  in  North  Carolina.  He  loved  them  for  the  ideals  they  ad¬ 
vanced  and  followed.  In  return  he  was  loved  for  the  efforts  he  put 
forth  in  behalf  of  the  firemen  both  as  individuals  and  as  members 
of  the  association.  It  has  been  my  aim  and  still  is  to  follow  as 
closely  as  I  can  in  the  footsteps  of  my  father  doing  my  utmost  for 
the  advancement  of  the  firemen  of  our  great  State. 

Doc,  please  have  the  best  loved  firemen  in  North  Carolina  to¬ 
day,  Sherwood  Brockwell,  read  this  letter  to  the  assembled  conven¬ 
tion  for  I  have  a  wager  that  he  will  get  on  his  feet  and  say  some¬ 
thing  twice  as  many  times  as  all  the  others  present  and  I  must  win 
that  bet.

THE  PRESIDENT:  Friends,  I  did  not  intend  to  apologize  for 
Mr.  Tillinghast.  I  just  wanted  to  apologize  because  he  had  had  no 
chance  even  to  read  that  letter  beforehand. 

We  shall  now  be  favored  with  what  I  consider  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  part  of  our  exercises,  a  solo  by  Miss  Louise  Brockwell,  the 
daughter,  as  you  know,  of  our  old  friend  Sherwood  Brockwell. 

(Miss  Brockwell  sang  “The  Garden  of  My  Heart”,  by  Ball,  and, 
by  special  request,  “Roses  of  Picardy”.)  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  are  grateful  to  you,  Miss  Louise. 

I  want  to  thank  Miss  Brockwell  for  these  beautiful  solos.  I 
want  to  say  to  you  that  of  course  she  can  sing;  she  lives  in  the 
same  house  with  Sherwood  Brockwell,  and  anyone  around  him  has 
to  sing. 

You  will  notice  that  the  next  thing  on  the  program  is  an  ad¬ 
dress;  it  does  not  say  by  whom.  I  shall  call  upon  Sherwood  Brock¬ 
well  to  explain  that. 

MR.  SHERWOOD  BROCKWELL,  State  Fire  Marshal,  Ral¬ 
eigh:  Of  course  the  Doctor  had  to  take  a  dig  at  me;  I  expected 

that. 

Now,  gentlemen,  for  the  last  twenty-five  years  it  has  been  my 
part  to  go  before  the  various  board  in  towns  that  have  entertained 
the  State  Firemen’s  Association.  It  has  always  been  my  pride  to 
tell  these  boards  that  it  is  one  organization  which  travels  on  its  own 
man  power.  While  other  associations  would  have  to  go  outside  their 
own  ranks  to  secure  noted  speakers,  your  principal  address  today 
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will  be  made  by  a  man  who  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  fire¬ 
man  of  North  Carolina.  Down  in  Wilmington,  beloved  city  by  the 
sea,  they  have  produced  a  man  who  has  made  not  only  an  out¬ 
standing  career  in  our  great  State  but  a  man  who  has  done  wonder¬ 
ful  work  in  the  fire  department  as  commissioner  and  who  has  been 
an  inspiration  throughout  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  who  is 
always  called  upon  to  carry  our  banner  whenever  we  ary  to  ad¬ 
vance.  It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  Mr.  Walter 
H.  Blair,  Mayor  of  Wilmington,  who  was  once  a  fireman  and  who 
remains  a  fireman  at  heart.  (Applause;  applause.) 


ADDRESS 


Honorable  Walter  H.  Blair,  Mayor  of  Wilmington 

Mr.  President,  officers  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Firemen’s  Association,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 

Of  course,  you  have  all  heard  of  the  two  traveling  men  who 
were  traveling  through  the  country  together  long  before  the  days 
of  automobiles  and  before  hotels  were  placed  so  conveniently.  These 
two  men  were  traveling  out  in  the  backwoods  in  a  buggy.  Night 
overtook  them,  and  they  went  up  to  a  farmhouse  and  asked  if  they 
might  spend  the  night.  The  man  of  the  house  told  them  he  would  be 
very  glad  to  have  them  do  so,  and  they  went  in.  After  supper  the 
farmer  told  them  it  was  customary  for  each  person  present  to  re¬ 
peat  a  verse  from  the  Bible  and  then  they  would  have  family 
prayer.  So  they  got  down  for  their  evening  worship,  and,  after 
each  member  of  the  family  had  recited  a  verse  of  the  Bible,  the  two 
traveling  men  were  called  upon.  The  first  one  said  the  shortest 
verse  of  the  Bible:  “Jesus  wept”.  The  other,  having  had  it  in  mind 
to  repeat  that  one,  did  not  know  what  to  say;  finally,  in  despera¬ 
tion,  he  said:  “He  sure  did”.  (Laughter.)  Now,  I  am  in  much  that 
position.  I  was  called  upon  altogether  unexpectedly. 

It  is  a  great  delight  to  meet  in  our  beautiful  capital  city.  This 
is  the  forty-ninth  convention  of  our  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s 
Association,  and  one  wonders  just  what  has  happened,  during  these 
forty-nine  years  of  service,  to  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina.  Our 
minds  go  back  to  the  old  saying  that  “Man  is  a  social  animal”.  He 
likes  to  rub  shoulders  with  his  brothers  in  the  work  in  which  he  is 
engaged,  to  swap  experiences,  to  profit  by  association  with  those 
who  have  had  many  more  years’  experience  in  the  service  than 
have  been  permitted  to  him.  And  then,  again,  we  wonder  just  what 
iliis  Association  has  meant  to  the  firemen  of  our  State.  Back 
forty-nine  years  ago,  when  it  was  organized,  the  chances  are  that 
there  were  no  paid  firemen  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Every 
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single  one  of  them  was  a  man  who  volunteered  his  services  in  order 
that  he  might  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  the 
partciular  town  in  which  he  was  located.  Then  North  Carolina  be¬ 
gan  to  develop.  We  began  to  have  cities,  not  only  small  cities  but 
large  cities;  and  it  became  necessary  that  we  have  in  our  midst 
paid  fire  departments  consisting  of  men  devoting  their  whole  time 
to  the  service  to  which  they  had  dedicated  their  lives  and  their  tal¬ 
ent  and  their  effort  and  their  thought.  But  we  still  have  dominating 
in  North  Carolina  the  volunteer  men,  the  men  who,  without  reward 
or  hope  of  reward,  still  give  of  their  service  to  their  neighbors,  to 
their  fellow  citizens,  to  give  to  them  a  certain  degree  of  safety  in 
the  city  or  town  in  which  they  live.  To  me  it  is  an  inspiration  to 
meet  with  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina  once  each  year.  I  do  not 
think  I  have  failed  to  meet  with  you  in  the  last  twelve  years  except 
on  one  occasion,  and  that  absence  was  occasioned  by  causes  beyond 
my  control.  It  is  an  inspiration  because  I  realize  that  I  am  among 
friends.  I  see  it  in  the  glint  of  their  eyes;  I  feel  it  in  the  clasp  of 
their  hands;  and  one  knows  and  feels  the  friendship  without  the 
spoken  word.  I  say  this  of  myself  because  I  believe  it  is  true  of 
every  one  who  is  permitted  to  meet  with  you  from  year  to  year. 
Mr.  Brockwell  has  told  you  that  I  am  a  fireman  at  heart.  I  believe 
I  can  say  truthfully  that  I  am.  I  am  associated  closely  with  the 
men  of  the  Wilmington  Fire  Department  and  feel  that  I  am  just 
one  of  the  boys,  and  there  is  no  part  of  my  day’s  work  that  is  more 
pleasant  to  me  than  when  I  am  rubbing  shoulder  to  shoulder  with 
my  own  boys  and  feel  that  friendship  of  which  I  have  just  spoken 
as  existing  in  the  association  of  North  Carolina  firemen  as  a  whole. 
I  have  been  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  in  Wilmington  now  going 
on  twelve  years;  I  am  in  my  twelfth  year.  Next  year  is  election 
year.  I  may  be  serving  my  last  term;  one  never  knows.  Should  I 
however,  be  permitted  to  meet  with  you  again  from  year  to  year,  I 
assure  you  that  I  shall  look  forward  to  it  with  the  same  pleasure 
as  I  have  in  the  past. 

In  the  eleven  or  twelve  years  during  which  I  have  been  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public'  Safety  I  have  seen  some  of  the  trials  and  trib¬ 
ulations  with  which  the  members  of  the  fire  department  have  to 
contend.  I  have  seen  in  our  own  department  men  fighting  without 
proper  equipment.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  been  with  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  fighting  for  equipment  for  those  men  and  finally 
realizing  that  money  was  not  available  to  buy  the  equipment  they 
needed.  I  have  seen  our  men  risk  their  lives,  just  as  many  of  you 
have  risked  yours,  without  the  proper  things  to  protect  their  lives. 
I  have  seen  them  fighting  fire  not  only  with  a  shortage  of  larger 
equipment — pumps,  engines,  and  things  of  that  kind — but  without 
many  of  the  small  things  they  need.  I  have  seen  them  render  ser¬ 
vice  which  could  in  no  way  be  connected  with  the  fire  department. 
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I  recall  that  it  often  happens  that  when  a  person  is  lying  seriously 
ill  in  a  hospital  and  a  call  for  blood  for  atransfusion  is  sent  out 
usually  it  is  the  members  of  the  fire  department  and  the  police  de¬ 
partment  who  are  called  upon  to  give  their  blood.  I  have  known 
men  in  my  department  to  give  their  blood  until  they  themselves 
would  be  weakened  by  the  giving,  and  what  they  have  done  I  know 
you  have  done  also,  and  when  I  speak  in  appreciation  of  my  own 
men  I  speak  in  appreciation  of  every  member  of  the  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association.  (Applause.) 

I  said  in  the  very  beginning  that  man  is  a  friendly  animal,  that 
he  likes  association  with  others,  that  he  likes  to  exchange  ideas.  I 
wonder  just  what  position  the  firemen  in  North  Carolina  were  in 
forty-nine  years  ago  and  just  what  position  they  would  be  in  today 
if  it  were  not  for  this  Association.  Even  in  my  own  time,  back  when 
I  was  tax  collector  for  the  City  of  Wilmington,  the  firemen  were 
some  of  the  most  poorly  paid  men  on  the  city  payroll.  Since  that 
time  their  pay  has  been  more  than  doubled;  it  should  have  been 
trebled.  But  I  wonder  where  they  would  be  today  if  they  had  not 
had  the  State  Firemen’s  Association  to  show  the  citizens  of  Wil¬ 
mington  just  what  they  were  due  the  firemen  of  our  city.  I  wonder 
what  it  has  meant  to  other  cities  in  North  Carolina  to  have  the  ser¬ 
vice  which  this  Association  has  rendered  to  the  firemen,  and  to  the 
other  citizens,  because  in  doing  a  service  to  the  firemen  of  North 
Carolina  certainly  and  most  assuredly  they  are  doing  a  service  to 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  our  State.  Often  the  firemen  are  not 
appreciated  until  a  catastrophe  comes,  until  there  is  a  large  fire  and 
the  citizens  see  them  suffering  from  the  smoke  and  heat  and  see, 
perhaps,  some  of  them  brought  out  and  sent  to  hospital.  Some  of 
them  may  be  crippled  for  life,  and  sometimes  the  supreme  sacrifice 
has  to  be  made.  I  like  to  think  of  the  firemen  of  the  United  States 
just  exactly  as  I  thought  of  the  men  who  rendered  service  in  the 
World  War.  Truly  you  are  fighting  for  the  higher  and  better  things 
of  life,  just  as  the  soldiers  in  the  World  War  were  fighting. 

In  organizations  of  this  kind  I  have  heard  it  said  that  it  is  left  to 
too  few  to  do  the  talking  and  the  thinking.  I  may  be  touching  on  a 
little  sore  spot — I  do  not  know,  but  I  don’t  think  I  am,  in  the  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association.  But  those  who  are  behind  the  guns,  the  officers 
of  your  Association  and  the  members  of  your  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee,  are  there  because  they  have  been  willing  to  sacrifice  the  things 
that  were  near  and  dear  to  them — maybe  their  home  life  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  extent,  maybe  business  connections  or  time  that  should  be 
spent  in  their  own  business,  to  render  to  you  the  service  which 
they  are  rendering.  It  is  a  labor  of  love,  given  without  reward  or 
hope  of  reward  except  the  honor  which  you  have  conferred  upon 
them  in  selecting  them  to  be  your  officers.  While  I  can  not  hold 
membership  in  your  organization  (I  wish  I  could),  it  has  been  my 
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pleasure  to  see  the  workings  of  the  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  As¬ 
sociation  both  in  convention  assembled  and  in  the  work  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  and  of  the  officers  of  your  Association.  I  attend 
a  good  many  conventions  during  the  run  of  the  year,  A  lot  of  them 
down  in  Wilmington;  and  a  number  of  them  are  important  conven¬ 
tions — conventions  that  are  important  to  us  in  our  city  and  which 
it  is  necessary  for  me  to  attend;  and  I  can  truthfully  say  that  I  do 
not  know  of  an  organization  anywhere  in  the  United  Stataes  where 
more  unselfish  service  is  rendered  than  you  will  find  in  your  own 
organization.  You  may  have  differences  on  occasion,  differences  of 
opinion,  and  you  may  have  thought  that  things  have  not  gone  ex¬ 
actly  right;  but  I  want  to  say  for  your  officers  and  the  members  of 
your  Executive  Committee  that  they  try  hard  to  do  those  things 
which  they  think  are  for  the  upbuilding  of  your  organization  as  a 
whole  and  for  the  good  of  the  firemen  in  North  Carolina. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me,  as  I  said  before,  to  meet 
with  you  from  year  to  year.  Maybe  I  have  not  said  anything  that 
will  add  to  this  convention,  but  it  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to 
speak  to  you  straight  from  the  heart  this  morning.  I  want  to  say 
to  you,  in  closing,  that  1  shall  always  stand  ready  and  willing  to 
perform  any  service  which  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  As¬ 
sociation  sees  fit  to  call  upon  me  to  perform.  If  I  am  unprepared 
at  the  time  you  call  upon  me,  as  I  have  been  this  morning,  I  will 
still  do  the  very  best  I  can  and  ask  you  to  bear  with  me,  knowing 
that  what  I  do  or  say  comes  straight  from  the  heart.  God  bless  you 
every  one.  (Applause.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  Boys,  I  told  you  that  boy  had  it  in  him 
when  I  called  him  up  here. 

Next  I  am  going  to  present  to  you  a  young  man,  a  man  who 
has  been  in  the  fire  service  only  a  few  years,  but  in  those  years  he 
has  been  ready  and  anxious  twenty-four  hours  of  every  day  in  the 
year  to  answer  the  call  that  would  tell  that  somebody’s  life  or  prop¬ 
erty  was  at  stake,  and  whenever  throughout  the  great  State  of 
North  Carolina  this  young  man  heard  there  was  opportunity  to  go 
and  do  something  for  the  benefit  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association  he  was  always  on  hand.  He  has  become,  in  the 
few  years  he  has  been  with  us,  the  most  beloved  man  in  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association;  and  it  is  a  wonderful  priv¬ 
ilege  to  stand  with  you  here  this  morning  and  tell  you  that  the 
Raleigh  Fire  Department  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  have 
asked  me  to  announce  that  this,  the  Forty-ninth  Annual  Conven¬ 
tion,  is  dedicated  to  the  next  speaker,  Honorable  Pressley  Harper, 
of  Kinston.  Come  on  up  here,  Uncle  Press.  (Applause.) 

MR.  PRESSLEY  HARPER,  Kinston:  If  these  young  ladies 
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will  excuse  me,  I  am  going  to  say  I  am  in  the  devil  of  a  fix.  I  had 
no  idea  I  was  going  to  be  called  upon  this  morning.  My  friend 
Mayor  Blair  has  made  my  speech,  or  the  speech  which  I  should 
have  liked  to  make  years  ago.  He  has  said  just  what  I  should  like 
to  express.  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  any  man  that  makes  a  speech 
of  that  kind  is  happy  to  be  in  a  firemen’s  convention.  I  am  just  as 
happy  to  be  here  today;  it  is  needless  for  me  to  tell  you  that.  I  am 
always  happy  to  be  in  a  firemen’s  convention;  it  makes  me  younger 
and  stronger  and  makes  me  feel  that  I  have  more  friends  than  I 
thought  I  had.  It  takes  me  back  to  the  old  days.  When  the  people 
of  old  times  used  to  have  a  new  baby  at  their  home  the  nurse  was 
then  called  an  angel  of  mercy,  and  it  was  thought  by  those  old 
people  that  if  the  “angel  of  mercy”  kissed  the  baby  on  the  fore¬ 
head  it  denoted  that  he  would  be  a  brainy  fellow  and  have  the  gift 
of  leadership  and  if  she  kissed  him  on  the  lips  it  denoted  that  he 
was  going  to  be  a  big  speaker.  I  have  wondered  many  times  where 
that  angel  of  mercy  kissed  Sherwood  Brockwell.  I  think  it  was  all 
over.  (Laughter.)  As  you  all  know,  he  has  been  a  wonderful  lead¬ 
er.  The  State  Firemen’s  Association,  under  his  leadership,  has 
grown  for  forty  years.  It  is  useless  for  me  to  tell  you  he  is  a  good 
speaker,  for  you  know  that  as  well  as  I  do.  He  has  always  made  a 
good  chairman. 

I  want  to  take  up  some  of  your  time  to  call  your  attention  to 
some  of  the  great  advances  that  have  been  made  in  the  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association  in  the  last  forty  years.  Have  you  ever  stopped  to 
think  how  many  organized  fire  departments  there  were  forty  years 
ago,  when  this  Association  was  almost  in  its  infancy,  and  how 
many  there  are  now  ?  I  want  you  to  stop  and  think  how  many 
towns  in  North  Carolina  had  82,500  worth  of  equipment  forty  years 
ago.  Stop  and  think  how  many  trained  firemen  you  had  forty  years 
ago  and  how  many  you  have  now.  Why  have  we  so  many  trained 
firemen  today?  Is  there  a  town  in  North  Carolina  that  has  not  a 
trained  fireman  now  ?  If  there  is,  you  have  to  think  where  it  is. 
Forty  years  ago  we  did  not  have  one.  Forty  years  ago  all  we  knew 
was  to  turn  on  the  water  and  stop  the  fire  and  flood  everything. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Sherwood  Brockwell,  in  his  fire  school,  is 
where  we  got  so  many  trained  men.  I  saw  a  few  days  ago  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  that  salvage  work  that  we  had  down  in  Wilmington, 
whereby  they  were  trained  to  take  care  of  the  furniture.  A  build¬ 
ing  caught  near  my  home,  forty  feet  from  my  building.  It  was 
burning  not  very  fast  for  an  old  shinglo  roof — not  as  fast  as  I 
wanted  it  to  burn.  The  firemen  were  there  promptly.  No  one  turned 
in  an  alarm;  someone  ’phoned  it  to  the  police  station,  and  the  police 
relayed  it  to  the  fire  department.  But  the  boys  got  there  promptly. 
When  the  chief  got  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  he  stepped  down  out  of 
his  car,  rushed  into  the  building,  and  began  to  salvage  the  furni- 
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ture;  he  laid  it  out  there  and  wrapped  it  up.  Some  women  were  ask¬ 
ing:  “Why  don’t  you  turn  on  the  water?”  Chief  Gray  got  there,  got 
that  furniture  safe,  and  then  turned  on  the  water;  the  white  smoke 
went  up,  and  the  fire  was  out.  That  was  training.  Well,  my  house  is 
Dinty  Moore’s  to  the  young  women  of  the  neighborhood.  They  all 
congregate  there.  One  of  them  said:  “Uncle  Press,  we  have  the  sor¬ 
riest  fire  department  in  the  world.”  I  said:  “That  man  is  trained. 
He  saved  the  furniture,  and  he  put  out  the  fire,  didn’t  he?”  “Yes.” 
“He  saved  the  furniture,  didn’t  he?  It  is  not  wet?”  “No.”  “How 
much  damage  was  done  to  that  building?”  “Well,  not  much.”  I 
said:  “I  wish  it  had  burned  off  a  few  more  shingles,  so  he  could  not 
put  a  shingle  roof  back  on  it.”  (They  did,  though,  put  a  metal  roof 
on  it.)  That  is  what  you  get  from  your  fire  school.  That  loss  would 
have  been  $1,500  or  $2,000  if  we  had  not  had  a  trained  chief;  as  it 
was,  my  estimate  was  that  it  was  less  than  $100.  That  is  what  your 
school  does.  Keep  it  going;  make  it  bigger  and  bigger  every  year, 
and  I  shall  be  a  happier  man  than  I  am  today.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  are  always  glad  to  hear  from  Uncle 
Press.  He  is  our  senior,  and  some  of  the  younger  men  are  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  older  ones.  Uncle  Press  Harper  is  our  grand- 
daddy.  I  wanted  you  all  to  see  him. 

We  have  a  boy  on  our  team  whom  I  want  you  to  see;  his  name 
is  W.  J.  Nicks,  but  we  call  him  “Good  Bud”.  Stand  up,  Good  bud. 

MR.  W.  J;  NICKS,  Graham:  I  have  not  anything  much  to  say 
to  you.  I  want  to  say,  though,  that  I  congratulate  you  upon  your 
President.  He  opens  the  meeting  with  prayer;  he  fights  not  only 
fire  but  for  men’s  souls.  He  is  a  man  with  the  firemen’s  interest  at 

heart. 

I  remember  back  to  when  we  had  a  fire  in  our  hotel;  we  formed 
a  bucket  brigade,  but  we  lost  the  hotel.  Later  we  had  a  hole  in  the 
ground  to  catch  rain  water  and  had  pumps  and  reels  and  tried  to 
fight  fire.  Now  we  have  a  trained  department.  I  have  a  store 
within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  the  fire  station,  and  very  often  I 
leave  my  store  and  go  to  aid  the  firemen,  telling  some  stranger  to 
take  care  of  the  cash  while  I  go  to  the  fire.  (Applause.) 

(Mr.  Brockwell  announced  the  program  of  entertainment  for 
the  ladies,  beginning  with  a  luncheon  at  the  #  Sir  Walter  Hotel  at 
one  o’clock,  and  invited  all  ladies  to  attend.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  shall  now  have  a  solo  by  Captain  D. 
L.  Vickery,  of  the  Fayetteville  Fire  Department.  It  is  a  hobby  of 
mine  always  to  have  some  man  sing. 

(Captain  Vickery  then  sang  “Absent”  and  “Somewhere  A 
Voice  Is  Calling”.)  (Applause.) 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  We  shall  now  let  our  honorable  and  be¬ 
loved  brother,  Sherwood  Brockwell,  have  a  chance  to  say  some¬ 
thing  on  his  own  accord.  He  is  to  give  us  a  historical  address. 

Raleigh’s  Part  in  The  History  and  Development  of 
The  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  Association 


Sherwood  Brockwell,  State  Fire  Marshall,  Raleigh 

Thank  you,  Doctor. 

I  am  very,  very  proud  of  the  four  solos  that  have  been  sung 
to  you  this  morning  by  the  two  soloists.  One  of  the  singers  was 
my  daughter;  the  other  was  my  little  boy  who  made  his  debut  at 
the  fire  school  in  Asheville  in  1929. 

I  am  called  upon  this  morning  to  address  you  on  the  subject 
of  “Raleigh’s  Part  in  The  History  and  Development  of  The  North 
Carolina  Firemen’s  Association.”  I  first  want  to  tell  you  that  I  am 
not  the  cause  of  my  being  on  this  program;  I  begged  them  to  put 
someone  else  on.  Raleigh  has  men  much  better  qualified  to  appear 
on  this  program  than  I  am,  and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  explain  why  they 
called  upon  me. 

Wherever  you  find  a  fire  chief  you  will  find  that  somewhere  in 
his  veins  there  courses  at  least  a  little  Irish  blood.  Why?  because 
an  Irishman  is  always  adept  at  doing  things  and  explaining  them 
afterwards,  and  that  is  what  a  fire  chief  does.  William  Jennings 
Bryan  once  said  he  never  could  see  why  the  people  did  not  elect 
him  president,  because  he  had  given  them  every  chance  to  do  so. 

In  a  Richmond  store  once  an  elevator  was  going  up.  When  it 
was  between  the  second  and  third  floors,  a  stout  lady  standing  in 
the  center  of  the  car  turned  around  and  hit  a  man  standing  just 
back  of  her — a  man  with  a  trick  mustache — with  everything  she 
had.  Then  she  said  to  the  elevator  boy:  “Let  me  out  of  here.”  As 
the  car  stopped  she  got  out,  giving  him  a  parting  sock.  The  ele¬ 
vator  went  on,  and  the  man  said:  “Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  may 
not  believe  me,  but  I  honestly  do  not  know  why  that  lady  hit  me.  I 
can  not  explain  it.”  A  little  boy  there  said:  “I  can  explain  it.”  ‘I 
wish  to  heaven  you  would,”  said  the  man.  “Why,”  said  the  boy,  “she 
backed  her  old  fat  self  up  on  me,  and  I  bit  her.”  (Laughter.) 

I  want  to  say  to  you  that  you  are  at  home  here.  Every  street 
in  the  City  of  Raleigh  belongs  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina,  and 
you  are  just  as  much  at  home  here  as  in  your  own  home.  There  are 
only  three  things  you  must  not  do.  You  must  not  ring  a  false  fire 
alarm.  If  you  do  that  you  are  not  a  fireman.  Another  thing  the 
Police  Department  has  asked  is  that  you  do  not  drive  unless  you  are 
in  condition  to  drive,  because  we  love  our  children.  The  last  thing 
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is  not  to  blow  your  siren,  if  you  have  one. 

Now,  as  to  the  history  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department.  I  ask 
you  to  let  me  be  a  little  personal.  Four  of  the  greatest  things  in 
my  life  happened  in  the  year  1887.  In  that  year  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  North  Carolina  decided  to  establish  State  College,  my 
alma  mater.  In  that  year  Janies  D.  McNeill,  Ed  (?)  Benbow  (?), 
and  others  decided  to  form  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  As¬ 
sociation.  In  1887  water  first  flowed  through  the  waterworks  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  and  in  1887  my  wife  was  born.  Now, 
if  I  have  ever  done  anything  that  did  not  carry  with  it  my  alma 
mater,  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department  and,  through  it,  the  water 
that  flowed  through  the  mains  of  Raleigh,  and  my  wife,  then  I  am 
a  grasshopper’s  stepbrother. 

If  you  have  noted  the  pride  with  which  the  men  in  middle  life 
have  presented  some  of  the  older  members,  you  will  take  great 
pride  in  the  fact  that  this  Association  has  paid  back  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  firemen  $190,000.00.  Somebody  had  to  start  that, 
and  it  was  started  before  we  were  born.  When  it  was  begun  Ral¬ 
eigh  was,  as  now,  your  capital  city.  There  was  a  volunteer  fire  de¬ 
partment,  and  the  men  in  it  with  foresight,  wherever  they  are,  to¬ 
day  can  look  back  and  say  to  you:  “Glorious  is  the  work  that  you 
are  doing.”  Now,  Raleigh  took  a  part  in  forming  the  North  Caro¬ 
lina  State  Firemen’s  Assqciation.  The  second  convention  and  tour¬ 
nament  were  held  in  Raleigh  in  1889.  In  1902  the  second  Raleigh 
convention  was  held  in  Raleigh;  in  1916  we  held  the  third  one;  and 
with  your  help,  the  help  of  the  City,  and  the  grace  of  God  we  are 
holding  the  forty-ninth  one  here  today. 

It  may  be  a  help  to  you  firemen  to  realize  this — that  with  the 
exception  of  the  last  two  chiefs  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department  all 
the  chiefs  since  1887  had  been  members  of  competing  teams  in  the 
conventions  at  some  time.  I  should  like  to  name  them  for  you.  In 
1889  we  put  in  a  reel  team.  First  there  were  Will  Englehart;  then 
Louis  Mahler,  who  is  still  living;  then  Walter  Woolcott,  now  dead. 
Since  then  we  have  had  Lonnie  Lumsden  and  -  ~  • 

They  had  yours  truly  as  a  jumper  on  the  1902  team.  They  had  the 
present  head  of  the  State  Highway  Patrol,  Charlie  Farmer.  Had 
Hubert  Horton,  also  on  the  1902  reel  team.  Every  man  that  has 
filled  the  post  of  head  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department,  up  to  the 
time  when  we  went  on  a  paid  basis,  was  a  member  of  that  reel 
team.  And  I  defy  you  to  show  a  better  man  than  our  present  chief, 
“Wild  Bill”  Holland.  The  only  reason  he  has  not  competed  is  be¬ 
cause  it  is  not  customary  for  the  paid  departments  to  take  part. 

Among  your  first  presidents  was  a  chief  of  the  Raleigh  Fire 
Department.  We  have  also  had,  before  Chief  Holland,  two  first 
vice-presidents  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association. 
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(Chief  Holland  now  fills  that  office.)  We  had,  as  first  vice-presi 
dent,  Chief  Farmer,  the  present  head  of  the  State  Highway  Patrol; 
and  years  ago  we  put  one  of  North  Carolina’s  foremost  orators  in 
as  first  vice-president.  Years  ago,  also,  we  furnished  two  of  your 
statisticians. 

You  are  sitting  in  the  Raleigh  Memorial  Auditorium,  which 
was  erected  and  built  by  the  City  of  Raleigh  as  a  memorial  to  the 
men  who  gave  their  lives  at  the  front  in  the  World  War.  I  want 
you  to  look  around.  In  case  an  emergency  should  arise,  see  how 
you  are  fixed  to  get  out.  The  exits  in  this  building  were  designed 
by  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association. 
Look  at  the  provision  for  safety.  This  building  was  built  for  a  pur¬ 
pose,  but  before  we  had  completed  this  building  it  was  used  for  a 
fire  school  and  a  drill  tower.  Does  not  that  show  you  that  not  only 
have  you  fought  fires  but  that  this  Association  has  been  a  thing  of 
value  and  a  thing  of  service  to  every  man  and  woman  and  child  in 
the  State  in  which  we  live?  I  want  you  to  know  what  you  are  do¬ 
ing,  because  this  is  one  of  the  thousands  of  instances  in  which  the 
lessons  taught  and  the  principles  learned  by  the  men  forming  this 
great  Association  from  1887  up  to  1936,  have  been  not  only  bravery 
and  heroism  but  have  had  a  watchward  of  safety  behind  them.  That 
is  why  Raleigh  is  so  proud  to  be  your  host  here  this  week  and  why 
Raleigh  is  so  proud  to  have  supplied  men  who  from  the  beginning 
have  taken  so  active  a  part,  up  to  today,  and  why  Raleigh  is  so 
proud  that  the  men  representing  these  great  departments,  which 
represent  the  greatest  investment  the  State  has  ever  made,  are 
meeting  here. 

Before  closing  I  want  to  present  to  you  an  orator  who  has  been 
honored  by  being  your  first  vice-president  and  who  will,  much  bet¬ 
ter  than  your  humble  servant,  run  over  some  reminiscences  of  the 
middle  days  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department.  I  present  the  Honor¬ 
able  Charles  U.  Harris,  late  senator  from  Wake  County.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 


ADDRESS 


Honorable  Charles  U.  Harris,  Raleigh, 

Gentlemen,  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  come  down  and  talk  to  the 
firemen  of  North  Carolina,  to  an  Association  which  does  not  meet 
foi  reforming  anything  but  which  meets  solely  for  progress  in  its 
own  line  of  work. 

Talking  about  reforming  reminds  me  of  a  little  story,  and  per¬ 
haps  you  will  let  me  tell  it.  A  long  time  ago  there  was  a  lady 
living  up  in  Boston  who  had  more  money,  perhaps,  than  brains. 
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She  wanted  to  use  some  of  her  money  to  reform  some  of  the  evils 
in  the  world.  Of  course,  looking  around  there  in  the  New  England 
States,  she  could  not  find  anything  to  reform.  So  she  came  down 
South,  because  she  had  heard  that  the  Negroes  were  treated  very 
badly  by  us  Southern  white  people.  Now,  you  know  and  I  know 
that  the  best  place  for  the  Negro  is  in  the  South,  because  we  treat 
him  better  than  anybody  else  would.  But  she  did  not  recognize  that 
fact.  She  traveled  down  through  the  South,  down  the  Atlantic 
Coast  to  Florida,  stopping  at  various  places  and  making  inquiries. 
She  found  that  the  Negroes  were  treated  about  as  well  as  anybody 
else.  She  came  back  on  the  train,  and  she  heard  that  the  Negroes 
were  not  treated  very  well  on  the  train,  that  they  were  crowded 
into  a  Jim  Crow  car.  So  she  decided  to  make  an  investigation,  and 
she  went  up  from  her  fine  Pullman  car,  up  through  the  train,  to  the 
Jim  Crow  car.  There  in  the  Jim  Crow  car  were  perhaps  ten  or  a 
dozen  Negroes.  They  did  not  look  as  if  they  were  suffering.  She 
saw  a  tall  black  Negro,  about  twenty-five  or  twenty-six  years  old, 
with  his  arm  around  a  “yaller”  girl,  and  they  looked  very  well  con¬ 
tented.  She  saw  a  colored  man  there  with  his  banjo,  plucking  on  it. 
He  did  not  seem  to  be  treated  badly.  She  saw  a  Negro  mammy 
there  with  three  or  four  little  pickaninnies,  the  smallest  one  of 
which  was  crying.  The  lady  saw  that  there  was  something  there 
to  correct,  so  she  walked  up  to  the  Negro  woman  and  said:  “Mad¬ 
am,  that  baby  is  spoiled.”  “No,  ma’am,”  said  the  colored  mammy, 
“all  nigger  babies  smell  like  that.”  (Laughter.) 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  with  an  organization  that  is  not 
trying  to  correct  something. 

At  one  time  when  I  was  a  member  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  we  ran  -  feet,  laid  a  hose,  and  turned  the  water  on 

in  44  4/5  seconds.  I  do  not  suppose  I  could  run  44  feet  today.  That 
is  one  of  the  disadvantages  of  getting  old  and  getting  fat. 

Lots  of  us  do  things  that  we  ought  not  to  do,  like  taking  a 
little  drink  now  and  then.  But  Sherwood  Brockwell  never  took  a 
drink  in  his  life.  Back  yonder  two  and  a  half  blocks  fiom  this 
place  there  was  a  fire  one  winter  night;  it  was  in  February,  I  be¬ 
lieve.  Lonnie  Lumsden  was  chief  then,  as  I  remember.  We  had 
no  paid  members  in  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department  except  a  driver 
for  each  wagon.  That  was  in  the  days  when  we  still  had  bar  rooms. 
You  remember  in  those  days  when  you  were  standing  there  holding 
the  hose,  with  ice  all  over  your  arms,  every  now  and  then  someone 
would  come  along  with  a  tin  dipper  and  say  “Drink  .  Sherwood 
Brockwell  came  along  at  one  of  those  times  and  said:  “You  boys 
drink  too  much.  You  are  here  to  put  out  the  fire.”  Well,  we  got 
the  fire  out  and  went  back  to  the  Rescue  Fire  House.  (I  was  a 
member  of  the  Rescue.  I  took  off  my  coat  and  stood  it  up;  it  was 
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frozen  stiff.  The  rest  of  them  took  theirs  off,  and  they  were  stiff. 
I  got  up  close  by  the  fire,  and  in  a  few  minutes  something  began  to 
happen.  The  others  came  up  by  the  fire,  too,  and  in  a  few  minutes 
the  only  things  that  were  standing  up  were  the  rubber  coats,  which 
were  frozen  stiff.  Sherwood  Brockwell  said:  “I  told  you  you  were 
drinking  too  much.” 

Every  boy  has  an  idea  he  wants  to  be  a  hero.  When  I  was  a 
boy  I  wanted  to  be  a  locomotive  engineer,  be  a  soldier,  or  belong  to 
the  volunteer  fire  department.  The  only  thing  I  could  do  to  satis¬ 
fy  my  desire  was  to  become  a  member  of  the  fire  depaitrnent.  I 
noticed  every  time  we  were  called  out  we  never  stopped  to  notice 
whether  we  had  on  a  suit  of  clothes  that  were  just  bought  01  not. 
I  kept  my  boots  and  rubber  coat  by  my  bed  and  had  an  alarm  over 
the  head  of  the  bed.  I  had  only  fifty-five  or  sixty  yards  to  go  to 
catch  the  wagon  as  it  came  out;  my  family  lived  right  down  here 
near  where  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel  is  now. 

Sometimes  some  of  our  boys  got  hurt.  I  remember  one  time 
we  were  going  out  Jones  Street  to  a  fire  and  there  were  two  pipes 
that  had  been  left  in  the  street.  When  the  wagon  went  over  one  of 
those  pipes  one  of  our  boys  was  thrown  out  on  his  head.  Well,  he 
was  in  hospital  for  six  weeks  and  lost  that  six  week’s  work.  Later 
that  wonderful  man,  Capt.  McNeill,  thought  up  a  bill  and  brought 
it  to  me  and  said:  “I  want  this  bill  put  through.”  (I  was  in  the 
legislature  then.)  So  I  introduced  it,  and  we  fought  it  through  and 
got  a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent  on  fire-insurance  premiums. 

Back  in  those  days  those  men  fought  fire  because  of  their  love 
for  the  community  in  which  they  lived.  And  in  those  days,  when 
we  would  meet  and  have  our  races,  we  jawed  each  other  a  little,  as 
you  know;  we  vied  with  each  other  in  our  efforts  to  win;  and  out 
of  that  grew  these  present  conventions.  Out  of  that  grew  the  thing 
that  Chief  Miller,  of  Concord,  has  fostered  for  so  long,  the  Fire¬ 
men’s  Insurance  Fund,  so  that,  if  you  are  killed  in  line  of  duty,  if 
you  keep  your  insurance  up  and  pay  a  little  bit  of  assessment  from 
time  to  time,  your  family  will  be  taken  care  of. 

The  men  who  were  members  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department 
in  those  days  were  not  ordinary  men.  Every  one  of  those  whom 
Mr.  Brockwell  named  as  past  chiefs  of  our  fire  department  in  Ral¬ 
eigh  were  business  men;  they  were  property  owners;  they  were 
politically  influential  and  were  eternally  going  before  the  board  of 
aldermen  fighting  for  the  good  of  the  firemen.  Out  of  that  came  the 
fire  department;  there  came  good  equipment;  there  came  hose  wag¬ 
ons  run  by  gasoline  instead  of  the  old  horse-drawn  equipment;  and 
out  of  that  came  everything  good  in  the  fire  department  in  Raleigh 
today. 
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I  think  the  boys  in  th-e  volunteer  departments  in  the  smaller 
towns  of  North  Carolina  occupy  today  the  same  place  we  did  thirty- 
five  years  ago.  Those  towns  are  not  able  to  have  paid  fire  depart¬ 
ments,  but  somebody  has  to  take  care  of  the  people’s  property.  So 
when  you  go  to  a  fire  from  your  store  or  from  your  blacksmith’s 
forge  or  from  your  lawyer’s  office  you  are  rendering  the  same  kind 
of  service  that  was  given  by  the  men  who  went  across  and  fought 
in  no  man’s  land  on  the  other  side.  (Applause.)  Your  town  is  going 
to  grow,  and  eventually  you  will  have  an  organized,  paid  fire  de¬ 
partment.  Laying  aside  the  desire  to  be  a  hero,  you  are  imbued 
with  the  idea  (I  was,  when  I  was  a  young  man)  that  you  must  pro¬ 
tect  property  and  protect  human  life.  Charlie  Farmer,  the  head  of 
the  State  Highway  Patrol  and  a  former  chief  of  the  Raleigh  Fire 
Department,  is  preaching  wherever  he  goes,  wherever  he  makes  an 
address,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  human  being  to  use  what  abil¬ 
ity  he  has  for  the  protection  of  other  human  beings.  Of  course,  we 
want  to  protect  property,  but  if  you  go  to  a  fire  and  somebody  says 
there  is  a  woman  in  the  burning  building,  or  a  child  in  the  burning 
building,  we  have  teen  volunteers  to  one  needed  to  go  up  a  ladder 
and  bring  that  woman  or  that  child  out.  (Applause.) 

It  is  a  privilege  to  address  you  today.  I  am  nothing  but  an  old 
fat  man  now,  but  I  used  to  be  a  fireman.  Go  on  out  and  do  what¬ 
ever  you  want  to  do  while  you  are  in  Raleigh;  we  are  welcoming 
you  here.  We  are  your  brothers  and  want  to  make  your  stay  here 
pleasant.  (Applause.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  I  want  to  introduce  to  you  Hendrix  Palm¬ 
er.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  new  fire  chiefs’  association  of 
North  Carolina. 

We  also  have  with  us  the  Mayor  of  Morehead  City,  where  they 
have  that  new  port  terminal  you  have  doubtless  heard  about.  I  pre¬ 
sent  Mayor  Gibbs. 

You  have  heard  a  lot  this  morning  about  the  leader  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  Patrol,  Charlie  Farmer,  who  is  a 
former  chief  of  ahe  Raleigh  Fire  Department.  Stand  up,  Chailie. 

We  have  the  Mayor  of  Elizabeth  City  here,  who  is  a  fireman 
of  North  Carolina.  Jerome  Flora,  stand  up.  Where  is  Jerome? 
(Voice  from  audience:  “He  went  on  out.’  ) 

There  is  Ned  Covington,  of  Rockingham.  Stand  up,  Ned.  He 
is  not  much  of  a  chief,  but  he  has  one  fine  dog.  (Laughtei.) 

North  Carolina  is  proud  of  one  thing.  It  is  with  deep  sorrow 
I  have  to  say  that  there  is  not  on  the  program  this  year  a  reel- 
team  race,  because  North  Carolina  has,  through  this  Association, 
developed  the  best  reel  team  in  this  world  of  ours.  Out  there  is 
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the  chief  of  the  Kannapolis  Fire  Department,  and  Kannapolis  is  the 
home  of  that  reel  team.  Taylor,  stand  up  and  let  them  see  you. 

Next  we  come  to  the  City  of  High  Point,  which  established  its 
fire  department  the  same  year  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s 
Association  was  born.  During  the  period  since  then  the  department 
has  had  only  two  chiefs.  One,  as  you  know,  is  the  Treasurer  of  our 
Association,  A.  B.  Horney.  The  other  is  Eli  Ingram.  Stand  up, 
Eli. 

One  of  the  finest  things  about  this  organization  is  that  when 
we  honor  a  man  by  making  him  president  he  does  not  lose  interest. 
Here  we  have  Frank  Shaw,  of  Greensboro.  Stand  up,  Frank. 

Another  chief  here  is  the  most  modest  man  in  North  Carolina. 
We  call  him  the  “Mimosa”,  because,  as  you  know,  that  is  a  plant 
that  shrinks  when  you  approach  it.  Stand  up,  Lon  Duckett;  I  am 
talking  about  you. 

I  am  presenting  to  you  now  no  other  than  our  ex-president, 
A.  B.  Horney. 

Is  Frank  Bennett  here  ?  While  he  is  coming  up  to  the  plat¬ 
form  I  want  to  tell  you  what  happened.  Some  years  ago  we  lost  a 
man  who  was  a  former  president  of  our  Association.  He  was  buried 
in  Chapel  Hill,  and  this  beloved  song  bird  of  ours  was  asked  to  go 
over  there  and  sing.  In  that  beautiful  Baptist  Church  in  Chapel 
Hill,  the  seat  of  our  University,  people  of  all  ranks  in  life  as¬ 
sembled  to  do  honor  to  the  dead  man.  Then  Frank  Bennett  sang. 
As  I  came  out  after  the  service  with  a  professor  in  the  University, 
a  philosopher,  he  said  to  me:  “Sherwood,  you  firemen  are  the  dumb¬ 
est  set  of  men  I  ever  saw  in  my  life.  I  was  in  Durham  the  other 
day  and  saw  Frank  Bennett  out  there  fighting  a  fire.  For  God’s 
sake,  save  him.  Save  him  to  sing.”  Tomorrow,  when  we  have  our 
memorial  service,  we  shall  hear  him  sing.  Now,  Frank  Bennett,  if 
I  have  not  introduced  you  I  have  never  introduced  anybody  in  my 
life.  (Laughter.)  Give  us  a  song,  Frank. 

(Mr.  Bennett  sang  “The  Dreamer”.)  (Applause.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  The  time  is  getting  short  now.  I  want  to 
inaoduce  Don  Seymour,  one  of  the  old-timers,  from  Sanford.  Next 
is  Fred  Swaim,  from  Murphy. 

I  now  ask  every  fire  chief  in  the  house  whom  I  have  not  intro¬ 
duced  to  stand  up  and  give  his  name.  (Several  chiefs  of  fire  de¬ 
partments  rose  and  announced  their  names.) 

(Mr.  Brockwell  then  presented  the  officers  of  the  East  Caro¬ 
lina  Fire  Chiefs’  Association  and  the  officers  of  the  Sandhill  As¬ 
sociation.) 

It  is  the  hope  and  desire  of  the  members  of  the  Raleigh  Fire 
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Department  to  have  the  name  of  every  man  who  is  a  member  of 
this  Association  and  attending  this  convention  on  its  register.  So  I 
wish  now  to  ask  every  fireman  to  register,  for  we  are  anxious  to 
have  your  names  on  our  record. 

Again  let  me  say  we  are  proud  of  you  and  want  you  to  enjoy 
every  good  thing  the  City  of  Raleigh  has. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  Chair  has  to  appoint  some  commit¬ 
tees,  which  will  be  announced  at  this  time. 

On  the  Credentials  Committee  I  appoint  J.  Q.  A.  Jeffreys,  of 
Selma;  J.  C.  Taylor,  Kannapolis;  C.  Rush,  of  Asheboro;  Clyde  Hil¬ 
debrand,  Canton;  and  Grady  Bell,  of  Morehead  City. 

Courtesy  Committee:  A.  L.  Duckett,  Asheville;  A.  B.  Horney, 
of  High  Point;  and  J.  C.  Kesler,  of  Salisbury. 

I  have  a  telegram  of  greetings  here  which  I  want  to  read  to 
you.  (Dr.  Long  then  read  the  following  telegram.)

We  welcome  you  to  Raleigh  and  offer  you  the  facil¬ 
ities  of  our  office  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Building.  It  is  our  hope  that 
your  convention  will  be  a  most  successful  one.

PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  have  a  gentleman  with  us  from 
Portsmouth,  Virginia,  Mr.  Roscoe  A.  Foster,  who  is  chief  of  the 
fire  department  of  the  United  States  Naval  Base  there.  He  will 
talk  to  us  for  a  few  minutes,  and  I  hope  you  will  all  remain.  I  pre¬ 
sent  Mr.  Foster. 

MR.  ROSCOE  A.  FOSTER:  Mr.  President,  friends,  honored 
guests,  and  brother  firemen:  I  come  here  today  to  bring  you  greet¬ 
ings  from  a  fraternity  like  your  own.  I  use  that  word  “fraternity” 
for  this  reason.  The  fire  departments  of  the  United  States  have  a 
keener  feeling  of  fraternity  than  any  secret  organization  that  I 
have  ever  affiliated  with,  and  the  only  ritual  that  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  has  is  the  word  “service”.  We  meet  in  Virginia  at  practically 
the  same  time  this  fine  organization  meets.  We  are  registering 
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today  in  the  City  of  Norfolk,  and  we  open  our  first  meeting  tomor¬ 
row  morning.  If  it  were  not  for  that,  nothing  would  give  me  great¬ 
er  pleasure  than  to  remain  with  this  Association  throughout  its  en¬ 
tire  convention.  Looking  around  over  the  audience  today,  I  miss  a 
lot  of  friends  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  in  the  past. 

We  have  heard  a  lot  about  North  Carolina.  You  would  be  sur¬ 
prised,  if  you  came  to  my  bailiwick  and  asked  the  men  where  they 
live.  They  say  they  sleep  in  Portsmouth  but  live  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Some  of  them  come  from  as  far  back  in  the  hills  as  Mocks- 
ville.  There  is  not  any  boundary  line  between  the  two  states,  if 
you  read  history  very  attentively,  because  it  was  in  these  two 
states  that  the  first  English  colonies  were  established.  The  first 
white  child  born  in  America  was  born  in  your  State.  Virginia  was 
named  after  Virginia  Dare,  who  was  born  in  Dare  County.  So  we 
have  no  difference  in  thought,  no  difference  in  religion,  no  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  ideals  for  which  we  work. 

I  come  to  you  with  a  message,  and  it  seemed  odd  that  on  ar¬ 
riving  last  night  you  had  practically  accomplished  one  of  the  things 
I  came  to  talk  about.  That  was  the  organization  of  your  fire  chiefs 
into  an  association  within  your  State.  I  am  going  to  say  this  very 
briefly,  because  the  hour  is  getting  along  and  you  have  listened  to 
lots  of  talk  this  morning — and  lots  of  good  talk.  When  I  received 
my  appointment  in  the  fire  department  thirty-six  years  ago,  the 
chief  of  the  department  was  very  abrupt.  The  music  that  he  had  in 
his  office  was  mostly  profanity.  But  he  was  very  sincere.  When 
he  was  looking  at  a  man  whom  he  was  appointing  to  a  position  in 
the  fire  department,  he  felt  that  he  was  looking  at  a  man  who 
might  fill  position  some  day.  These  were  the  words  he  said  to  me: 
“Young  man,  in  handing  you  this  appointment  I  am  handing  you  a 
sacred  trust.  The  reward  that  you  receive  will  be  very  meager,  but 
the  duties  that  you  have  to  perform  will  have  lots  of  responsibil¬ 
ity.  Try  to  improve  yourself  so  that  some  day  you  will  sit  in  the 
chair  which  I  now  occupy.”  Unfortunately  for  me,  I  did  not  sit  in 
the  chair  which  he  occupied,  but  with  that  one  idea  in  view  I  at¬ 
tended  every  drill  school  that  was  ever  held  in  our  town,  I  read 
every  magazine  which  was  ever  published  on  fire  affairs,  and  I  af- 
filiataed  myself  with  every  firemen’s  organization  I  could.  Twelve 
years  from  that  date  I  was  appointed  chief  of  a  fire  department.  I 
am  on  the  top. 

One  of  the  dull  moments  in  the  national  convention  at  Toronto 
was  the  absence  of  Sherwood.  Brockwell.  He  was  asked  for  by  ev¬ 
eryone  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  To  my  surprise,  Presi¬ 
dent  Russell  came  up  and  shook  my  hand,  and  the  first  thing  he 
said  was:  “Where  is  that  fellow  Brockwell?”  So  I  told  him  what 
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had  happened  to  Brockwell.  He  said:  “He  is  the  most  practical 
teacher  I  ever  saw.  He  carries  it  to  such  extent  that  he  broke  his 
arm.” 

This  is  the  message  that  I  want  to  bring  to  you:  See  the  needs 
of  your  department;  see  the  needs  of  your  town.  Train  yourself  to 
be  a  leader.  Use  every  opportunity  to  improve  conditions  in  the 
various  localities  where  you  work,  and  your  state  will  then  be 
thoroughly  organized  and  improved  by  your  united  action.  Now, 
you  meet  only  once  each  year  in  your  convention.  Along  in  that 
group  is  the  rank  and  file.  Among  those  men  are  many  who  have 
good  ideas,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  chief  to  learn  those  ideas  and 
work  them  out  in  practice.  Bring  them  to  the  meeting.  If  there 
is  legislation  needed,  it  is  the  work  of  the  chiefs  to  have  it  passed. 
In  union  there  is  strength,  and  in  this  organization  of  forty-eight 
states  we  have  the  greatest  power  that  could  ever  be  put  in  the 
hands  of  citizens. 

I  hope  my  visit  today  has  been  profitable  to  you.  It  has  cer¬ 
tainly  been  profitable  and  pleasurable  to  me. 

When  you  get  tired  of  Sherwood  Brockwell,  send  him  on  over 
to  Virginia.  We  shall  be  glad  to  have  him.  (Applause.) 

I  want  you  fellows  to  affiliate  with  your  State  organization  of 
fire  chiefs  and  to  affiliate  with  the  southeastern  district.  The  Na¬ 
tional  Association  has  a  large  program.  Pay  your  dues,  for  noth¬ 
ing  can  be  accomplished  without  money.  If  you  will  do  that,  we 
shall  be  able  to  accomplish  something  worth  while  for  our  states 
and  for  the  South.  You  will  be  surprised  to  know  that  there  are 
twelve  hundred  fire  departments  the  heads  of  which  we  have  never 
met,  but  we  know  they  exist  because  we  find  in  the  records  reports 
made  by  their  towns,  but  we  have  never  had  the  pleasure  of  meet¬ 
ing  them.  If  they  want  to  be  scholars  or  students  of  the  art  of  fire 
protection  they  should  be  affiliated  with  their  organization.  (North 
Carolina,  I  am  proud  to  say,  has  one  of  the  best  associations  I  have 
ever  had  the  pleasure  of  being  with.)  Naturally,  the  reports  that 
are  gotten  out  give  you  an  outline  of  everything  that  has  been 
done,  the  laws  that  have  been  passed,  all  the  dues  collected,  etc. 
See  if  you  can  not  bring  back  into  the  fold  the  unfortunates  who 
came  out  during  the  depression.  Build  up  your  association,  and  by 
doing  so  you  will  build  up  the  national  fire  chiefs’  ssociation,  which 
can  accomplish  many,  many  things. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  talking  to  you,  and  I  regret 
very  much  that  I  have  to  leave  tonight.  But  I  have  to  go  back  to 
my  own  Association.  I  hope  God  will  spare  us  so  that  we  may  be 
together  many,  many  more  times.  (Applause.) 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  who  shall  now  be  favored  with 
a  few  remarks  by  a  former  chief  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department 
who  is  now  the  head  of  the  State  Highway  Patrol,  Charlie  Farmer. 
(Applause.) 

MR.  CHARLES  D.  FARMER,  Director,  State  Highway  Pa¬ 
trol,  Raleigh:  Mr.  President  and  brother  firemen,  I  am  going  back 
twenty  years  and  review  just  a  few  of  the  things  that  have  hap¬ 
pened  since  you  met  in  Raleigh  twenty  years  ago.  When  you  met 
here  last  we  were  on  the  verge  of  one  of  the  greatest  wars  that  has 
ever  happened.  We  also  had  a  very  severe  flood,  at  the  same  time 
or  just  before  the  meeting  in  Raleigh,  in  western  North  Carolina, 
where  one  of  our  beloved  chiefs  was  drowned.  We  have  had  a  de¬ 
pression,  one  of  the  greatest  in  the  world’s  history.  I  was  looking 
a  few  minutes  ago  to  find  out  how  many  officers  of  the  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association  are  now  holding  office  that  held  it  at  that  time. 
You  have  only  one — John  Miller. 

I  want  to  tell  you  that  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  with 
you  here  today,  and  wherever  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s 
Association  meets  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  I  try  my  best  to 
get  there.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  you  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  and 
I  want  to  join  the  others  in  stating  that  we  are  going  to  do  all  that 
we  can  to  welcome  you  here  and  to  make  you  come  back. 

I  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  program  for  the  morning  has  now 
come  to  a  close.  We  have  plenty  of  time  from  now  until  two  o’clock 
to  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry  a  little.  I  always  like  to  be  on  time,  so 
I  ask  you  to  get  here  promptly. 

Chief  Miller,  have  you  any  announcement? 

MR.  JOHN  L.  MILLER,  Secretary:  I  want  to  ask  the  de- 
paitments  that  have  not  yet  sent  in  their  credentials  to  present 
them  at  once.

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  convention  will  now  come  to  order. 
The  first  thing  on  the  program  is  the  report  of  the  Credentials 
Committe.  Secretary  Miller  will  call  the  roll. 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  if  I  may  I  shall  call 
the  roll  while  I  am  sitting  here. 

Iwould  ask  that  you  answer  clearly  and  loudly,  so  that  we  can 
hear  you  and  mark  you  present  if  you  are  here,  as  the  law  requires. 

(The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report  of 
the  Credentials  Committee.  What  shall  we  do  with  this  report? 
The  Chair  feels  inclined  to  allow  a  little  more  time  to  those  who 
are  coming  in  later. 

THE  SECRETARY :  Mr.  President,  I  move  you  that  the  Cre¬ 
dentials  Committee  be  empowered  to  go  over  the  late  returns  that 
have  been  handed  this  Committee  in  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  min¬ 
utes  and,  if  we  find  that  the  names  on  the  blanks  handed  in  are 
those  of  bonafide  members  of  their  respective  departments,  that  we 
call  the  roll  again  tomorrow  and  give  them  a  chance  to  answer. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  That  is  something  like  what  we  have  been 
doing.  Is  there  a  second  to  that  motion  ? 

(The  motion  was  seconded  and,  on  being  put  to  vote,  was  car¬ 
ried.) 

(During  the  calling  of  the  roll,  the  Secretary  announced  that 
he  had  received  on  Monday  a  telegram  from  the  Chief  of  the  Mocks- 
ville  Fire  Department  saying  that  the  two  delegates  from  Mocks- 
ville  had  had  an  accident  on  the  way  to  the  convention  and  both 
were  in  a  hospital  in  Durham.  The  Secretary  also  stated  that, 
without  objection,  he  would  mark  Mocksville  as  being  represented. 
No  objection  was  voiced.) 

(On  motion  from  the  floor,  duly  seconded  and  adopted,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  was  directed  to  send  a  telegram  of  greetings  and  condolence 
to  the  two  Mocksville  delegates.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  will  defer  the  hearing  of  the  final  re¬ 
port  of  the  Credentials  Committee  until  tomorrow  sometime. 

After  hearing  this  preliminary  report,  the  Chair  announces  that 
this  convention  is  now  ready  for  business. 
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The  first  thing  in  order  is  the  reports  of  the  officers.  Vice- 
President  Holland  will  please  take  the  Chair  while  I  read  the  Pres¬ 
ident’s  report. 

(Vice-President  W.  E.  Holland  took  the  chair,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  read  his  report,  as  follows) : 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association:  Gentlemen: 

In  making  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  now  ending  I  wish 
to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  for  your  every  kindness  to  me 
and  express  to  you  my  deep  gratitude  for  the  wonderful  help  each 
of  you  have  been  in  making  this  a  most  successful  year  in  the  noble 
work  which  you  have  given  your  towns  and  state  in  curbing  the 
fire  hazards  in  North  Carolina. 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  many  of  the  towns  repre¬ 
sented  in  this  Association  and  only  wish  I  could  have  visited  all  of 
them.  I  have  found  all  departments  greatly  interested  in  their  work 
and  making  many  advanced  improvements. 

I  have  visited  our  Secretary’s  office  and  find  his  books  in  good 
shape  with  volumes  of  work  coming  in  as  our  Association  continues 
to  grow. 

I  have  attended  meetings  of  the  Secretary  and  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  find  that  our  financial  affairs  are  better  and  expanding 
more  than  for  several  years,  as  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer’s  re¬ 
port  will  show.  Four  departments  have  also  been  added  to  our  As¬ 
sociation  this  year,  Roseboro,  Cary,  Elizabethtown  and  (Benton 
Heights,  Monroe)  Faison. 

The  eighth  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Fire  College  and 
Drill  School  was  conducted  by  Sherwood  Brockwell  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C.,  April  21st,  22nd  and  23rd,  1936.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  I 
mention  the  fact  that  our  drill  masters  and  instructors  were  all 
graduates  of  our  North  Carolina  Fire  College  and  Drill  School, 
and  their  work  was  without  a  doubt  beyond  criticism.  At  this  time 
we  were  favored  with  instructive  lectures  from  some  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Government’s  most  able  leaders  in  connection  with  this  work. 
It  is  with  particular  pride  that  I  notice  since  we  have  been  conduct¬ 
ing  our  Fire  College  and  Drill  School  that  the  personnel  of  our 
members  has  greatly  improved. 

With  the  assistance  of  Sherwood  Brockwell,  Secretary  John  L. 
Miller,  Treasurer  A.  B.  Horney,  the  Executive  Committee,  Vice 
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President  Holland  and  myself,  we  have  held  meetings  to  organize 
the  municipal  officers,  mayors,  police  and  fire  chiefs  into  district 
associations.  Our  meetings  were  well  attended  and  we  received 
great  encouragement.  We  held  these  meetings  in  Rocky  Mount, 
Kinston,  Greensboro,  Charlotte  and  Asheville.  This  Association  will 
be  worked  out  and  the  towns  included  in  each  district  will  be  united 
in  this  work  and  a  notice  will  be  sent  to  each  town  just  as  soon  as 
the  plans  are  worked  out  by  the  Committee. 

In  behalf  of  the  Association  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable 
Dan  C.  Boney  and  his  assistants  for  their  hearty  cooperation  that 
his  office  has  given  this  Association  and  the  individual  members  as 
well.

(President  Long  then  read  the  audit.) 

Mr.  KESLER:  Did  the  auditor  state  in  there  how  many  mem¬ 
bers  we  have  in  the  death-benefit  department? 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  No,  sir. 

MR.  KESLER:  Can  we  have  that  information? 

MR.  MILLER:  I  can  tell  you  how  many  people  have  remitted 
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for  a  particular  assessment. 

MR.  KESLER:  Can  you  give  me  No.  189? 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  No,  sir.  It  has  not  all  come  in  yet. 

MR.  KESLER:  How  about  187? 

THE  SECRETARY:  I  have  not  that  information  here.  I  can 
give  it  to  you  from  my  office  if  you  will  write  me. 

MR.  KESLER:  Another  question.  How  many  towns  in  North 
Carolina  have  this  faternal  insurance  ? 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  I  can  tell  you;  I  can  run  down  my 
list  and  call  out  the  towns.  I  send  out  from  94  to  96  or  97  assess¬ 
ment  notices  to  the  different  towns.  Some  towns,  however,  get  two 
notices. 

(On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  auditors  was 
adopted). 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  next  thing  on  the  program  is  the 
report  of  the  Statistician,  but  he  is  not  here.  Will  the  Secretary 
read  that?  Do  you  have  it,  Chief  Miller? 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  As¬ 
sociation,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

We  have  assembled  ourselves  together  today  in  this  the  Forty- 
Ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  acquaintances  and  in  order  that 
your  officers  may  render  an  accounting  of  their  stewardship  dur¬ 
ing  the  fiscal  year. 

I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Association  since  February,  1915 
or  for  the  past  twenty-one  years.  During  the  last  eleven  years  you 
have  honored  me  by  naming  me  your  Statistician.  I  believed  in  this 
Association  strongly,  when  I  first  entered  it,  and  year  after  year 
many  things  have  happened  to  make  me  proud  to  be  numbered  as 
a  member  of  such  an  organization.  One  of  the  many  things  that 
makes  me  proud  of  my  membership  is  the  wonderful  record  this 
organization  has  made  and  the  part  it  has  played  in  conserving  not 
only  the  physical  resources  of  this  great  State  of  ours,  but  the  part 
it  has  contributed  in  bringing  about  a  reduction  in  the  human  lives 
that  are  being  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of  this  Pagan  God,  “Moloch”. 

In  bringing  you  these  statistics  there  is  a  feeling  of  pride,  and 
I  am  sure  that  when  you  realize  what  you  have  accomplished,  you 
too,  will  join  me  in  saying,  “Well  done  thy  good  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vant”.  You  have  been  faithful,  and  you  have  rendered  a  noble  ser¬ 
vice  to  your  town,  city  and  State. 

Last  year  I  told  you  that  through  your  great  work  you  had 
brought  about  the  lowest  fire  loss  in  the  history  of  the  State.  I 
trembled,  because  I  feared  that  we  had  reached  a  figure  far  lower 
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than  we  had  dreamed,  and  yet  we  have  lowered  last  year’s  loss  by 
over  $175,000.00.  In  1935  our  fire  loss  was  $1,748,540.00  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $1,925,636.00  in  1934,  a  reduction  of  $177,096.00.  This 
brought  about  a  substantial  reduction  in  our  per  capita  loss  for  the 
year.  In  1935  our  per  capita  loss  was  $1.89  as  compared  to  $2.08  in 
1934.  There  were  1860  fires  originating  in  property  valued  at  $29,- 
598,342.00,  which  produced  an  average  loss  per  fire  of  $940.00  or  a 
ratio  of  .059. 

This  year  the  majority  of  the  losses  occurred  in  the  larger 
cities,  whereas  the  smaller  towns  and  cities  enjoyed  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years  the  lowest  per  capita  loss.  The  honor  of  having 
the  lowest  per  capita  loss  in  the  State  goes  to  Mt.  Airy  with  a  per 
capita  loss  of  .289;  second,  Kannapolis  .307;  and  third,  Mooresville 
with  .346.  The  city  or  town  having  the  largest  per  capita  loss  was 
Washington  with  a  per  capita  loss  of  $18.25.  This  record  speaks 
well  for  smaller  cities  of  our  States,  and  we  are  proud  of  them. 

During  the  years  that  I  have  served  you  as  your  Statistician 
your  annual  loss  has  been  reduced  from  over  $8,000,000.00  in  1927 
to  $1,748,540.00  in  1935. 

Because  of  our  efforts  in  the  last  several  years  our  Associa¬ 
tion  has  made  progress  in  both  Fire  Prevention  and  Fire  Prepared¬ 
ness.  Our  organization  has  gained  the  confidence  of  the  public.  Our 
record  of  preserving  the  economic  resources  of  the  State  is  one  of 
which  we  should  all  be  proud.  The  results  of  this  record  places 
North  Carolina  near  the  top,  if  not  at  the  top,  of  the  states  of  this 
nation  in  fire  fighting  efficiency.  Let  us  not  be  content  with  our  ac¬ 
complishment.  We  must  see  that  no  act  of  ours  will  cheapen  the 
moral  fiber  of  our  organization,  but  ever  remember  that  hanging 
over  the  serenity  and  prosperity  of  every  community  is  the  sinister 
cloud  “Fire  Loss”  ever  ready  to  prey  upon  human  lives  and  prop¬ 
erty,  and  in  a  few  short  minutes  destroy  the  savings  of  a  lifetime 
and  perhaps  remove  from  our  midst  some  dear  friend,  or  even 
worse,  it  may  be  the  life  of  your  loved  one  or  mine.  This  responsi¬ 
bility  hangs  heavy  over  our  head.  We  must  see  that  the  evolution¬ 
ary  process  keeps  progressive  with  the  fine  record  we  have  made 
during  our  existence  as  an  organization.  We  have  built  a  fine  or¬ 
ganization,  modernized  our  departments  and  taught  our  members 
through  our  Fire  College  and  Drill  School  to  be  efficient.  It  is  a  well 
ordered  service,  and  we  should  take  it,  enlarge  upon  its  usefulness 
and  modernize  its  conduct  so  that  posterity  will  inherit  an  im¬ 
proved  order  from  this  efficient  and  well  trained  generation.  The 
fundamentals  of  fire  fighting  are  the  same  and  probably  always 
will  remain  the  same.  The  practice  needs  modernization  to  meet 
the  demands  of  a  progressive  age,  and  I  urge  you  to  remember  that 
fire  fighting  should  not  trail  in  progress,  but  should  lead  the  pro¬ 
cession,  if  we  are  to  continue  to  establish  records  of  which  we  are 
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proud. 

I  thank  you.

(Mi.  Miller  then  read  the  Statistician’s  report,  which  on  mo¬ 
tion  duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  have  here  a  telegram  from  D.  E.  Semon 
which  I  want  to  read  to  you.  It  is  as  follows:

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  next  report  is  that  of  the  Conduc¬ 
tor  of  the  Fire  College  and  Drill  School.  I  recognize  Sherwood 
Brockwell. 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  As  a  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the 
mayor  and  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  of  every  city  in  the 
State,  I  feel  that  it  would  be  imposing  upon  you  to  read  it  verbatim. 
However,  for  the  benefit  of  those  of  you  who  come  from  depart¬ 
ments  which  have  not  heretofore  been  represented  in  the  fire  col¬ 
lege  and  drill  school.  I  want  to  give  you  the  high  lights  of  the  re¬ 
port. 

(Mr.  Brockwell  then  gave  a  summary  of  his  report  as  Con¬ 
ductor  of  the  Fire  College  and  Drill  School.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  I  have  one  thing  to  say  to  you,  and  that 
is  this:  The  larger  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  realize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  this  training,  and  they  are  sending  their  men.  Ninety 
per  cent  of  the  work  done  in  the  fire  school  is  work  which  can  be 
easily  done  and  profitably  done  by  the  spiall  cities  in  the  State.  I 
want  to  say  to  you  that  if  you  have  not  beenthere  yet  you  are 
missing  a  wonderful  bet. 

It  is  a  wonderful  privilege  for  me  to  be  allowed  to  come  up 
here  and  read  a  report  which  represents  the  best  effort  of  five  of 
your  best  men.  The  five  men  on  this  committee  not  only  deserve  as 
much  credit  as  your  conductor  but  deserve  more  credit,  because 
they  came  to  the  school,  after  they  learned  what  it  was  about,  took 
it  home,  and  put  it  into  such  successful  practice  that  they  them¬ 
selves  have  become  members  of  the  committee.  I  want  to  propose 
that,  whereas  the  members  of  the  Fire  School  Committee  (who  are 
J.  L.  Croom,  of  Wilmington;  J.  C.  Fitsgerald,  of  Asheville;  J.  R. 
Thomas,  of  Rocky  Mount;  C.  L.  Burkett,  of  Salisbury;  and  A.  Y. 
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Cottrell,  of  Lenoir),  in  conjunction  with  your  conductor,  have  lab¬ 
ored  hard  and  have  given  not  only  their  knowledge  and  their  work 
but  each  and  every  one  has  given  of  his  time,  I  want  to  ask  your 
favorable  consideration  of  a  recommendation  I  shall  make  to  your 
Executive  Commitee  that,  whereas  in  no  single  year  has  the  amount 
appropriated  been  used  in  conducting  this  fire  school,  in  future,  in 
appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  five  men  who  assist  your 
Conductor  (and  whom  I  look  upon  as  the  five  best  equipped  men  in 
America  for  that  work,  you  allow  them  not  only  their  expenses  to 
the  fire  school  but  a  moderate  per  diem  allowance,  which  is  only 
in  keeping  with  what  every  other  fire  school  in  the  country  is  do¬ 
ing.  You  could  not  pay  me  a  nickel  if  you  tried  to,  because  I  am  on 
a  salary.  But  I  do  want  to  recommend  to  you  that  these  five  men 
be  allowed  a  moderate  per  diem  for  the  time  they  devote  to  the  fire 
school. 

If  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do  for  you  while  you  are  here, 
call  on  me.  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  anything  I  can. 

I  do  hope  you  will  give  favorable  consideration  to  the  recom¬ 
mendations  I  have  made. 

(On  motion  of  Secretary  Miller,  duly  seconded,  the  report  was 
adopted). 

THE  PRESIDENT:  The  Chair  extends  the  privileges  of  the 
floor  to  Chief  J.  C.  Taylor,  of  Kannapolis. 

CHIEF  J.  C.  TAYLOR,  Kannapolis:  Mr.  Chairman  and  gen¬ 
tlemen:  The  Kannapolis  Fire  Department  has  always  heretofore 
had  a  part  in  the  tournament,  until  we  got  so  good  that  others  did 
not  take  part.  We  Kannapolis  firemen  appreciate  the  Association 
more  than  you  might  think.  We  appreciate  it  so  much  that  we  have 
a  record  of  everything  sent  out;  I  have  all  the  records  filed  away. 
My  wife  and  children  always  take  my  badge  when  I  get  home  and 
put  it  away.  The  men  in  our  fire  department  felt  we  would  like  to 
bring  a  little  gift  to  the  City  we  are  visiting,  and  that  little  gift  I 
now  present  to  Chief  Holland. 

MR.  W.  E.  HOLLAND,  Chief,  Raleigh  Fire  Department:  I 
appreciate  the  gift  from  the  Kannapolis  Fire  Department  very 
much;  my  appreciation  is  more  than  I  can  express.  It  brings  to 
my  mind  the  time  when  we  had  the  reel  race  and  when  I  was  time 
keeper.  I  said  it  was  the  prettiest  team  I  ever  saw. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  now  recognize  Chief  Miller. 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  In  behalf  of  Cabarrus  County,  and 
more  particularly  the  Fire  Department  in  Kannapolis,  which  is  in 
Cabarrus  County,  I  present  to  Sherwood  Brockwell  a  token  of  re¬ 
membrance  from  the  Fire  Department  there.  They  think  you  have 
worked  so  hard  today  that  you  are  soaked  with  perspiration,  and 
they  wish  to  present  to  you  some  towels  so  that  you  can  dry  your 
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body  with  them.  In  their  behalf  I  present  to  you  these  beautiful 
towels. 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  Here  is  where  friendship  ceases.  (Laugh¬ 
ter.)  In  behalf  of  myself  and  my  family  I  wish  to  express  my  deep¬ 
est  appreciation.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  my  mother’s  maiden 
name  was  Fagan  and  that  green  is  therefore  my  favorite  color,  we 
can  still  use  these  orange  towels  to  good  effect.  I  have  been  called 
many  things,  but  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  had  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  this  Association  say:  “Brockwell,  you  need  a  bath”.  (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  It  seems  we  have  reached  the  end  of 
our  program  except  for  some  announcements. 

(Several  announcements  about  the  program  were  made). 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  do  want  every  one  of  you  to  attend 
the  memorial  service  at  the  State  Theater  in  the  morning.  I  want 
you  to  do  this  as  a  token  of  respect  to  your  departed  brothers.  Tell 
the  other  boys  about  it  and  take  them  with  you. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  It  seems  that  we  have  finished  our  bus¬ 
iness  for  the  day.  The  session  tonight  was  optional.  Do  I  hear  a 
motion  to  dispense  with  that? 

(A  motion  to  omit  the  night  session  was  offered,  seconded,  and 
adopted.) 

MR.  J.  C.  TAYLOR,  Chief,  Kannapolis  Fire  Department:  Mr. 
President,  I  should  like  to  insist  that  each  chief  who  is  here  insist 
that  all  the  members  of  his  department  who  are  here  a^  tne  con¬ 
vention  attend  the  memorial  service  in  honor  of  those  who  have 
gone  to  that  land  from  which  no  one  returns,  r^efs  all  be  present  in 
the  morning  to  pay  our  respects  to  those  firemen  who  have  gone 


on.  .  . 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  One  word  in  respect  to  that  memorial 

service.  Let’s  all  go  and  pay  our  respects  to  those  comrades  who 
have  gone  on  and  have  given  us  a  star  to  look  at.  If  that  does  not 
appeal  to  you,  let  me  say  that  we  think  we  have  prepared  a  me¬ 
morial  service  which  for  sheer  beauty  will  surpass  anything  we 
have  ever  had.  In  addition  to  that,  we  have  arranged  that  the  two 
charming  daughters  of  our  State  President  will  appear  on  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Having  heard  them  sing,  I  can  promise  you  a  treat.  It  noth¬ 
ing  more  than  your  own  personal  interest  comes  in,  be  at  the  State 
Theater  tomorrow  morning  at  nine-thirty,  because  we  hope  to  have 
at  that  time  a  wonderfully  sweet  and  beautiful  ceremony  commem¬ 
orating  the  memory  of  our  departed  comrades.  Be  on  anc  your¬ 
self  in  respect  to  their  memory,  and  bring  your  wife  and  childie  , 
because  I  believe  it  will  be  the  high  spot  of  this  convention  or  any 
convention  you  have  ever  attended. 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Last  November,  in  the  City  of  char¬ 
lotte,  I  attended  the  funeral  of  a  fireman  who  had  served  the  city 
I  believe  45  years.  The  eulogy  that  was  delivered  m  the  chuich  will 
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ever  be  remembered  by  me  as  one  of  the  sweetest  I  have  ever 
heard.  But  to  climax  the  occasion,  when  we  followed  that  fireman 
down  to  the  grave,  when  his  body  was  placed  ready  to  be  lowered 
into  that  grave,  the  pastor,  whom  I  admire  very  much,  stepped  to 
the  head  of  the  grave  and  said:  “We  have  followed  our  brother  to 
the  river’s  bank;  we  can  follow  him  no  further.”  Let’s  be  at  the 
memorial  service  tomorrow  morning. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Is  there  anything  else?  If  not,  it  is  in 
order  to  adjourn.  Do  I  hear  a  motion  to  adjourn? 

(On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned,  at  four-forty-five  p.  m.)

MEMORIAL  ADDRESS:  FIREMEN’S  CONVENTION, 

AUGUST  12th,  1936 

“LIVING  MEMORIALS” 


My  good  friends:  I  deem  it  a  happy  privilege  and  a  high  honor 
to  be  permitted  to  have  a  part  in  the  exercises  of  this  auspicious 
occasion.  We  have  met  here  today  to  do  honor  and  pay  appropriate 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  those  of  your  departed  comrades  who 
have  extinguished  their  last  fire  and  have  laid  down  forever  the 
working  tools  of  this  earthly  life.  Their  chairs  around  the  fire  sta¬ 
tion  may  have  been  left  vacant  by  their  passing,  but  praise  be  to 
God  they  still  live  forever  in  the  memory  of  those  whom  they  left 
behind.  Someone  has  truly  said:  “To  live  in  hearts  we  leave  behind 
is  not  to  die.”  As  Cicero  once  said:  “The  life  of  the  dead  is  placed 
in  the  memory  of  the  living.” 

It  has  always  been  man’s  practice  and  custom  to  build  monu¬ 
ments  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  who  are  dear  to  our 
hearts.  The  towering  shafts  of  stone  in  our  cemeteries;  the  slabs 
and  tablets  placed  upon  mounds  of  mother  earth;  the  special  days 
in  our  calendar  set  aside  for  thoughtful  consideration  of  departed 
friends  and  relatives — all  these  are  man’s  way  of  building  memori¬ 
als  to  those  who  have  crossed  over  the  river  and  have  vanished 
from  human  sight.  It  is  quite  proper  to  build  monuments  of  stone; 
yet  we  know  that  the  elements  of  time  and  season  come  and  go, 
beating  upon  them,  bringing  defacement  and  sometimes  destruc¬ 
tion  to  such  objects.  We  believe  that  here  are  memorials  more  per¬ 
manent  and  more  enduring  than  those  we  build  of  brass  and  stone 
— and  these  are  LIVING  MEMORIALS  which  we  erect  in  terms  of 
human  character  and  in  the  memory  of  man,  in  devoted  and  un¬ 
selfish  service  to  mankind,  and  which  will  live  and  abide  forever. 
“Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this  that  he  lay  down  his  life  for 
his  friends.”  Our  slabs  of  stone  are  at  best  very  poor  memorials 
when  placed  beside  living  monuments  of  unselfish  and  devoted  lives 
who  have  been  spent  so  untiringly  in  the  service  of  others. 

As  I  understand  your  work  as  firemen,  it  is  a  life  of  real  cour¬ 
age  and  self-forgetfulness.  It  is  a  life  of  real  service,  night  and 
day,  for  the  happiness  and  protection  of  others.  It  is  indeed  a  life  in 
which  you  sometimes  take  your  lives  in  your  own  hands  in  saving 
and  rescuing  human  beings  from  disastrous  fires.  While  others  are 
about  their  daily  duties,  your  ears  are  ever  open  to  hear  the  call  to 
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keep  them  safe  and  secure  from  the  ravage  and  destruction  of  fire. 
While  others  at  night  are  in  their  homes  sleeping  peacefully,  you 
are  out  in  the  rain,  the  sleet  and  the  cold  keeping  them  safe  and 
secure  and  happy.  What  a  noble  work  that  it!  This  work  of  yours 
is  a  living  monument  to  perpetuate  your  life  and  influence  in  your 
community  and  in  our  world.  The  body  may  die  and  disappear  but 
such  a  life  of  self-forgetfulness  is  immortal;  it  will  live  on  forever. 
“To  lay  down  one’s  life  for  one’s  friends”  is  the  most  enduring 
memorial  one  can  build. 


We  are  told  that  one  day  a  group  of  young  people  went  out  for 
a  walk  on  the  eastern  shore  of  our  country.  One  member  of  the 
party,  seeing  a  monument  in  the  distance,  went  to  see  what  it  was 
all  about.  Upon  arriving  he  read  the  inscription;  his  hat  came  off 
and  he  bowed  in  reverence  before  that  monument.  It  had  been 
placed  there  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  heroic  men  who  had  died 
in  a  wreck  at  sea  in  order  that  others  might  live.  Giving  life  to 
protect  and  save  other  lives — this,  my  friends,  is  the  greatest  and 
mightiest  fact  in  all  human  history!  And  those  lives  that  are  lived 
in  that  spirit  will  live  on  forever  the  most  lasting  monuments  that 
can  be  built  in  this  world  of  ours. 


Listen  to  these  immortal  words  of  Daniel  Webster::  “If  we 
work  upon  marble  it  will  perish.  If  we  work  upon  brass  time  will 
efface  it.  If  we  rear  temples  that  will  crumble  to  dust.  But  if  we 
work  upon  men’s  immortal  minds,  if  we  imbue  them  with  high  prin¬ 
ciples,  with  the  just  fear  of  God  and  love  of  their  fellowmen,  we  en¬ 
grave  on  those  tablets  something  which  no  time  can  efface,  and 
which  will  brighten  and  brighten  to  all  eternity.” 


More  than  nineteen  centuries  ago  there  was  brought  into  being  a 
living  and  eternal  memorial  by  a  small  group  of  men  in  a  small  up¬ 
per  room.  The  One  Whose  memory  was  to  be  peipeouated  said. 
“This  do  in  remembrance  of  Me.”  That  One — call  Him  Man  01  call 
Him  God,  as  you  please — has  influenced  this  world  as  no  one  else 
ever  has.  He  went  about  doing  good.  He  gave  His  life  that  others 
might  live.  And  today  His  great  memorial  is  not  that  Supper  alone 
but  HE  HIMSELF  WHO  is  eternal  in  the  hearts  of  God’s  faithful 
people  everywhere.  His  memorial  is  a  LIVING  MEMORIAL.  It 
abides  forever.  So  may  we,  by  lives  of  self-sacrifice,  in  the  words  of 
that  immortal  poet,  John  Milton,  “build  for  ouruselves  life-long 


monuments.” 

Therefore  in  the  light  of  what  we  have  been  saying,  we  are 
moved  to  feel  that  those  fallen  comrades  of  yours  who  have  fallen 
asleep  since  your  last  convention,  in  the  words  of  Cicero,  are 
placed  in  the  memory  of  the  living.”  You  can  almost  hear  them 
speak-  you  can  all  but  reach  out  and  touch  them.  They  are  here 
with  us  in  spirit  this  very  hour.  We  can  feel  with  Browning: 
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Speak  to  them  thou  for  they  hear, 

And  spirit  with  spirit  doth  meet; 

Closer  are  they  than  breathing, 

And  nearer  than  hands  and  feet. 

Today  they  are  fresh  in  our  memory.  Their  names  are  on  your 
lips,  as  well  as  on  the  records  of  your  Association.  Are  they  not 
living  memorials  among  us  today?  They  are  not  really  dead;  they 
are  only  removed  from  human  sight. 

Somewhere  in  Holy  Writ  we  are  told  that  in  order  to  live  we 
must  die;  and  if  we  would  die  we  rise  to  newness  of  life — this  in¬ 
deed  is  real  immortality;  this  is  the  living  memorial  that  abides  for 
all  time.  The  tiny  seed  put  into  the  ground  disappears  from  human 
sight  but  from  it  spring  up  plant  and  flower  that  reveal  life  in  all 
its  fullness  and  beauty.  The  acorn  falls  into  mother  earth  and  from 
it  rises  the  stately  oak  that  stands  fast  in  wind  and  storm — death 
and  life — this  is  the  great  lesson  presented  by  these  symbols  of 
everyday  experience.  All  around  us  we  see  in  nature  that  fact  re¬ 
vealed  that  in  order  for  life  to  go  on  from  stage  to  stage  it  must 
pass  through  the  dark  valley  that  we  call  death.  And  what  is 
death  ?  Is  is  the  end  of  all  ?  Is  is  the  end  of  the  seed  when  it  is  de¬ 
posited  in  mother  earth?  Not  at  all;  it  is  the  gate  by  which  its  life 
passes  into  larger  life.  Is  the  acorn  dead  when  buried  in  the  soil  ? 
Not  at  all;  it  is  God’s  way  of  making  an  oak.  So,  if  there  is  no 
death,  there  is  no  life  eternal.  It  is  through  the  grave  and  gate  of 
death  that  we  pass  to  the  larger  and  fuller  life  beyond.  What  is 
death,  then  but  a  transition  from  this  temporal  and  earthly  life  to 
that  higher  life  that  is  eternal;  that  life  that  is  above  and  beyond 
death?  Your  friends  and  mine;  your  fellows  and  mine  wTho  have 
crossed  the  river  have  entered  that  higher  life  over  there  where 
there  is  no  night  and  where  they  see  God  the  Eternal  face  to  face. 
It  was  the  poet  Horace  who  said:  “The  muse  does  not  allow  the 
praise-deserving  hero  to  die;  she  enthrones  him  in  the  heavens.” 
George  McDonald  put  it  this  way:  “I  came  from  God  and  I’m  going 
back  to  God,  and  I  won’t  have  any  gaps  of  death  in  the  middle  of 
my  life.”  This,  then,  is  the  greatest  and  most  enduring  memorial 
we  can  build  on  this  earth — a  living,  eternal  memorial  that  endures 
for  all  time. 


Did  you  ever  stop  and  ponder 
On  the  life  that’s  over  yonder? 

On  the  life  to  come  beyond  this  vale  of  tears? 

If  you  haven’t  you  should  pause, 

Think  it  over  well  becausa 

It’s  the  life  that  does  not  change  with  passing  years. 
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Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think, 

That  perhaps  you’re  on  the  brink 
Of  Eternity,  that  never-ending  day? 

It’s  just  possible  you  are. 

And  if  so,  ’twere  better  far 
That  you  keep  within  the  straight  and  narrow  way. 

Life  eternal  is  a  blessing, 

Which  to  miss  would  be  distressing, 

But  to  gain  means  everlasting  perfect  peace. 

Let  us  then  be  up  and  doing 
’Tis  a  goal  that’s  worth  pursuing, 

And  until  we  reach  it,  let  us  never  cease. 

These  are  thoughts  that  oft  come  to  us, 

And  with  fear  and  dread  imbue  us, 

Lest  we  fail  in  our  attempts  to  reach  the  goal, 

For  we  know  that  life  eternal, 

With  its  happiness  supernal; 

Is  a  prize  to  satisfy  both  mind  and  soul. 

Let  us  all  then  stop  and  ponder, 

On  the  life  that’s  over  yonder; 

Keep  on  pondering  till  placed  beneath  the  sod; 

Let  us  practice  day  by  day, 

Till  we  learn  how  to  obey 
All  the  law  of  nature  and  of  nature’s  God. 

(Dr.  G.  F.  Payne) 

(The  quartet  consisting  of  Miss  Brockwell,  Mrs.  Denmark,  Mr. 
Currie,  and  Mr.  Brockwell  sang  “We  Shall  Meet,  But  We  Shall 
Miss  Him”.) 

(The  Reverend  Arthur  R.  Freeman  pronounced  the  benedic¬ 
tion:  “May  the  peace  and  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  descend  upon  you  and  remain  always 
with  you.  Amen”.) 

(The  Association  then  adjourned  to  the  Raleigh  Memorial  Au¬ 
ditorium,  where  the  business  session  began  at  eleven-twenty  a.  m..) 

Business  Session

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Gentlemen,  the  convention  will  please 
come  to  order. 

What  is  the  first  item  of  business,  Mr.  Secretary? 
SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  as  you 
all  know,  in  calling  the  roll  yesterday  a  great  many  departments 
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were  not  represented.  After  the  session  many  more  credential 
blanks  came  in.  The  Credentials  Committee  went  over  these  blanks 
and  added  the  names  to  the  report  of  the  Credentials  Commitee. 
What  the  convention  desires  to  do  about  a  further  roll  call  is  with 
them. 

MR.  JONES,  Ayden:  I  move  that  the  names  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  that  failed  to  answer  yesterday  be  called  again. 

(This  motion  was  seconded  and  adopted,  and  the  roll  was 
called  as  provided  thereby.) 

THE  SECRETARY :  I  should  like  to  ask  the  pleasure  of  the 
convention  as  to  enrolling  chiefs,  assistant  chiefs,  and  superintend¬ 
ents  of  waterworks  who  were  not  present  yesterday. 

(A  motion  was  offered  that  the  persons  having  the  proper  cre¬ 
dentials  be  enrolled,  which  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.) 

(On  motion,  duly  seconded  and  adopted,  the  roll  call  was 
closed.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  I  ask  now  that  the  convention  ap¬ 
prove  the  report  of  the  Credentials  Committee. 

(On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Credentials  Commtitee  was 
adopted.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  Gentlemen,  we  have  had  the  registration 
books  open  since  Monday  morning  at  nine  o’clock.  This  morning, 
from  eight-thirty  until  ten-thirty,  we  kept  the  books  open  here,  in 
order  that  you  might  register  as  a  visitor  and  receive  your  badge 
and  get  tickets  for  the  barbecue  dinner  and  theater  tickets  for  the 
ladies.  I  understand  there  are  in  the  house  now  delegates  who  have 
arrived  this  morning  and  have  not  yet  registered.  In  order  that  the 
Raleigh  Fire  Department  may  have  the  name  of  every  person  who 
has  attended,  and  in  order  that  you  may  have  the  privileges  of  the 
convention,  the  books  are  now  open  in  the  fire  station  at  the  Cap¬ 
itol,  No.  1  Fire  Station.  So  any  who  have  not  registered  will  please 
go  there,  when  you  leave  this  meeting,  and  register. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  What  is  the  next  order  of  business? 

THE  SECRETARY:  Mr.  President,  at  this  time  the  minutes 
of  the  1935  session  should  be  adopted. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  it  is  in  order  to  adopt  the 
minutes  of  the  1935  session.  Is  there  a  motion  to  adopt  them  ? 

(On  motion,  the  minutes  of  the  1935  session  were  adopted  as 
printed.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  now  come  to  unfinished  business.  Is 
there  any  unfinished  business  to  come  up? 

If  not,  we  come  to  new  business.  Is  there  any  new  business? 

MR.  W.  HENDRIX  PALMER,  Chief,  Charlotte  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  during  the  past  year  your 
President  toured  through  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  attended 
several  sectional  meetings.  It  was  the  desire  of  your  President  that 
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there  be  formed  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  a  chiefs’  associa¬ 
tion.  These  sectional  meetings  met  with  great  success  throughout 
the  State.  One  was  held  at  Rocky  Mount,  one  at  Greensboro,  one  at 
Charlotte,  and  one  at  Asheville.  The  attendance  at  those  meetings 
was  fine.  If  there  is  anything  in  the  State  that  needs  to  be  organ¬ 
ized,  it  is  the  chiefs  and  assistant  chiefs  of  the  fire  departments, 
because  you  heard  your  Secretary  say  yesterday  that  fifty  fire  de¬ 
partments  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  had  failed  to  send  in  cre¬ 
dentials.  That  is  not  the  privates’  fault;  it  is  the  chiefs’  fault.  We 
have  a  school  in  North  Carolina  for  firemen,  and  what  we  need  now 
is  a  school  for  chiefs.  If  some  of  us  do  not  watch  out,  our  firemen 
will  be  getting  to  know  more  than  we  do.  A  meeting  of  chiefs  was 
held  Monday  night  at  which  a  temporary  organization  was  formed. 
They  made  the  mistake  of  electing  me  president.  It  is  the  hope  of 
that  organization  to  organize  the  chiefs,  assistant  chiefs,  and  ex¬ 
chiefs  into  an  association.  It  was  voted  that  a  committee  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  formulate  plans  for  the  organization  of  this  body.  As 
that  committee  I  appointed  the  following:  Chief  Hildebrand,  Can¬ 
ton;  Chief  Shuford,  Hickory;  Chief  Bennett,  Durham;  Chief  Wor¬ 
ley,  Hamlet;  Chief  Thomas,  Rocky  Mount;  and  - . 

This  committee  will  meet  and  make  plans  for  the  furtherance  of 
this  organization.  No  chief  can  be  a  member  of  the  chiefs  associa¬ 
tion  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Firemen’s  Association,  because 
the  object  of  the  chiefs’  organization  is  to  further  the  interest  and 
objects  of  the  Firemen’s  Association.  The  chiefs  who  are  inter¬ 
ested  want  to  build  up  this  organization,  get  more  members,  and 
promote  the  growth  of  the  fraternal  insurance.  I  shall  later  send 
out  a  letter  to  all  the  chiefs  in  the  State,  and  I  know  we  can  have 
the  best  chiefs’  association  in  the  country.  One  advantage  is  that 
you  can  be  affiliated  with  the  International  Association  of  Fire 
Chiefs.  They  put  on  a  wonderful  program  this  year.  You  will  re¬ 
ceive  all  the  literature  they  send  out  and  also  receive  literature 
from  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  the  Southeast¬ 
ern  Association  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  in  that  way  can  keep  up 
with  what  is  going  on. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  Chief  I  aim¬ 
er’s  report  of  this  movement  that  is  taking  place.  The  North  Caro- 
ina  State  Firemen’s  Association  is  one  of  the  leading  associations, 
if  not  the  leading  association,  in  the  United  States.  You  heard  Chief 
Foster  yesterday  tell  you  when  you  could  spare  Sherwood  Brock- 
well  Virginia  wants  him,  and  they  want  him  in  other  states  because 
they  say  that  we  are  leaders.  Our  reputation  is  good.  In  order  to 
keep  that  up  we  have  this  association  of  chiefs  to  enlighten  their 
brothers  and  to  have  a  local  conference  at  which  the  chiefs  will  con¬ 
fer  with  each  other  and  then  report  to  the  State  Association. 

Is  there  a  motion  to  adopt  Chief  Palmer’s  report  and  to  appoint 

the  committee  which  he  has  named  . 
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(On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  was  adopted.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  I  now  recognize  Mr.  Maurice  Fleisch- 
mann,  of  Fayetteville. 

MR.  MAURICE  FLEISCHMANN,  Fayetteville:  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent  and  brother  firemen:  Last  night  I  was  called  by  Mrs.  George 
McNeill  to  come  over  to  her  house,  as  George  wanted  to  speak  to 
me.  As  you  all  know,  George  has  been  critically  ill,  but  he  is  some¬ 
what  better  now.  He  sends  his  regards  to  all  his  friends.  George 
presented  me  with  a  check  last  night  for  $150,  which  he  said  he 
wants  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  trophy  to  be  known  as  the 
James  D.  McNeill  Memorial  Trophy,  to  be  awarded  each  year  to 
the  outstanding  fireman  or  outstanding  company  or  the  company 
having  the  best  record,  or  for  whatever  object  a  committee  to  be 
appointed  shall  decide  upon.  It  is  his  intention  that  this  trophy  be  a 
perpetual  trophy,  to  be  passed  on  from  year  to  year,  and  it  is  his 
desire  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  decide  for  what  purpose 
this  trophy  shall  be  awarded,  whether  to  the  outstanding  fireman 
or  to  the  company  having  the  best  record  or  the  smallest  fire  loss 
or  whatever  the  commitee  may  decide.  I  have  the  check  with  me, 
and  I  shall  be  glad  to  turn  it  over  to  the  officers  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

It  seems  likely  that  Greensboro  will  have  the  convention  next 
year,  and  I  hope  it  will.  It  will  be  the  fiftieth  anniversary,  and  it 
seems  an  opportune  time  to  present  this  trophy.  I  hope  the  commit¬ 
tee  will  be  appointed  today. 

DR.  MILLER:  I  think  this  is  a  very  generous  act  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  McNeill,  and  it  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  commemorate 
the  record  of  his  father.  It  is  a  wonderful  gift,  and  I  am  sure  we 
are  all  very  grateful  to  Mr.  McNeill  and  very  appreciative  of  his 
interest  in  our  Association. 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  In  regard  to  what  our  good  friend  from 
Fayetteville  has  said,  and  the  message  coming  from  the  son  of 
James  D.  McNeill,  who  is  a  President  Emeritus  of  this  Association, 
I  think  a  committee  should  be  appointed,  picked  not  for  their  popu¬ 
larity  but  for  their  ability  to  carry  out  Mr.  McNeill’s  idea.  I  make 
a  motion  that  the  Association  authorize  the  Executive  Committee 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  McNeill  Trophy  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  accept  Mr.  McNeill’s  generous  offer,  to  thank  him  for  it, 
and  to  put  the  desire  of  Mr.  McNeill,  as  expressed  by  Mr.  Fleisch- 
mann,  into  effect  prior  to  our  golden  jubilee,  which  will  be  held  the 
second  week  in  next  August. 

(ihis  motion  received  several  seconds  and  was  unanimously 
carried.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  It  is  in  order  now  to  send  our  thanks 
to  George  McNeill  and  the  other  members  of  the  McNeill  family. 
Will  someone  make  a  motion? 

A  MEMBER:  I  move  that  the  Chair,  representing  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  convention,  extend  to  the  McNeill  family  our  hearty 
thanks  for  this  generous  donation. 

(This  motion  was  adopted.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  I  have  been  requested  to  announce  that 
our  band,  which  has  added  so  much  to  our  convention,  is  ten  years 
old  today.  I  should  like  Mr.  Harvey  A.  West,  of  Greensboro,  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Greensboro  band,  to  stand.  (Mr.  West  stood  up.) 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  Let’s  give  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

(This  suggestion  was  adopted,  and  the  convention  extended 
Mr.  West  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.) 

TLIE  PRESIDENT:  Is  there  any  further  business? 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  I  have  the  following 
communication  to  read. 

(Mr.  Miller  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Shandhill  Firemen’s 
Association.) 

Sandhill  Firemen’s  Association,  August  8,  1936. 

Mr.  Jno.  L.  Miller,  Secretary, 

State  Firemen’s  Association 
Dear  Sir: 

It  was  a  motion  by  Chief  L.  V.  O’Callghan  at  the  Sandhill 
Firemen’s  Association  meeting  in  Lumberton,  N.  C.,  June  3rd,  1936, 
that — The  Sandhill  Association  render  to  the  State  Association  all 
the  help  it  could  and  that  it  be  suggested  to  the  Mother  Association 
at  the  meeting  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  August  10th  to  13th,  1936,  that 
the  Firemen  of  North  Carolina  be  represented  in  the  next  and  com¬ 
ing  Legislature  meetings  in  Raleigh.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Chief  Seamons  of  St.  Pauls,  carried  and  so  ordered. 

There  was  a  committee  of  five  appointed  to  recommend  this  to 
t  he  State  Association.  They  were  Chief  Worley,  of  Hamlet;  Chief 
L.  V.  O’Callghan,  of  Southern  Pines;  Chief  S.  W.  Tillinghast,  of 
Fayetteville;  Chief  Ed.  Glover,  of  Lumberton,  and  the  new  Sand¬ 
hill  Association  President,  Chief  Lemond,  of  Sanford. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  to  your  attention  the  above  motion 
and,  we  hope  you  will  fight  for  it  at  this  meeting.

SECRETARY  MILLER:  It  is  for  the  Association  to  say  what 
shall  be  done  in  this  matter.  Chief  Tillinghast  presented  this  to  me 
yesterday,  and  I  asked  him  what  was  intended  to  be  done.  I  see 
Chief  Tillinghast  present,  and  he  can  explain  this  to  you  much  bet 

ter  than  I  can. 

(The  President  recognized  Mr.  Tillinghast.) 

CHIEF  TILLINGHAST,  Fayetteville:  We  do  not  have  any 
CHIEF  TILLINGHAST,  Fayetteville:  We  do  not  have  any  rep- 
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representation  in  Raleigh  at  all  during  the  legislature.  As  you  all 
know,  today  we  have  dangerous  traveling  things  that  are  running 
all  over  our  country  that  are  known  as  oil  trucks.  Situated  in  our 
town  there  are  tremendous  tanks,  and  thirty  or  forty  or  fifty  of 
these  tank  trucks  are  driven  through  the  main  streets  of  our  town. 
They  are  having  wrecks,  and  they  are  dangerous,  and  there  are  no 
laws  at  all  to  control  them.  It  is  our  opinion  that  it  is  time  for  this 
body  of  men  to  put  some  man  or  some  committee  to  work  to  pro¬ 
tect  human  lives  and  property.  Just  the  other  day,  during  the 
American  Legion  convention  at  Asheville  (I  did  not  see  it,  but  my 
brother  did),  an  oil  truck  ran  down  an  embankment,  and  the  gas 
and  oil  came  pouring  out,  and  hundreds  of  damned  fools  stopped 
there  to  pick  it  up.  I  wanted  to  get  as  far  away  from  it  as  I  could. 
Local  laws  do  no  good,  and  we  need  some  state-wide  legislation.  So 
it  was  decided  to  bring  this  matter  before  you  and  let  you  deter¬ 
mine  what  you  want  to  do  about  it,  if  anything. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  I  presume  Chief  Tillinghast  means  by  his 
talk  that  we  should  have  someone  (not  a  lobbyist),  possibly,  to 
hang  around  Raleigh  and  see  what  can  be  done  to  secure  such  leg¬ 
islation  as  might  be  considered  desirable.  I  should  like  to  know  the 
v/ishes  of  the  convention  in  this  matter. 

MR.  JONES,  Ayden:  Mr.  President,  I  move  you  that  this  re¬ 
quest  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  N.  C.  State 
Fireman’s  Association  be  empowered  to  handle  the  matter  in  the 
way  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina. 

MR.  KESLER,  Salisbury:  Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  ask  a  ques¬ 
tion.  Do  we  have  a  legislative  committee? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Sherwood  Brockwell  just  asked  that  ques¬ 
tion.  I  shall  ask  him  to  answer  yours. 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  I  am  informed  that  we  do  not  have  a  leg¬ 
islative  committee  at  present.  I  am  informed  that  what  that  motion 
means  is  this:  That  whereas  in  all  probability  there  will  be  several 
things  which  will  be  of  vital  interest  to  the  firemen  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  coming  before  the  next  General  Assembly  either  the  conven¬ 
tion  appoint  a  legislative  committee,  or  empower  the  Executive 
Committee  to  do  it,  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  and  draw 
up  bills  to  be  presented  in  the  General  Assembly  which  they  think 
should  be  enacted — bills  of  general  interest  to  the  firemen. 

DR.  MILLER,  Albemarle:  Mr.  President,  I  think  that  is  a 
wonderful  idea,  and  I  heartily  indorse  it.  If  there  is  no  legislative 
committee  existing  at  the  present  time,  I  move  you,  sir,  that  we 
elect  or  appoint  a  legislative  committee  at  this  meeting,  or  that  the 
Executive  Commitee  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  legislative  commit¬ 
tee.  There  is  no  better  way  to  get  this  thing  before  our  legislature, 
and  I  consider  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina  better  informed  than 
anything  else  as  to  the  fire  hazards  of  this  monstrous  thing. 
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I  offei  that  as  a  substitute  motion. 

MR.  KESLER:  I  second  that  motion. 

(Dr.  Miller’s  substitute  motion  was  then  put  to  vote  and  was 
adopted.) 

CHIEF  JEROME  B.  FLORA,  Elizabeth  City:  I  should  like  to 
make  a  motion  that  this  organization  instruct  the  Secretary  to  send 
a  telegram  of  greetings  to  the  Virginia  State  Firemen’s  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  is  meeting  this  morning  at  Norfolk,  Virginia. 

(This  motion  was  seconded  by  several  members  and  was  unaan- 
imously  carried  when  put  to  vote.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Permit  me  to  request  that  Chief 
Flora  write  that  telegram. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Chief  Flora  will  please  draw  the  tele¬ 
gram. 

The  next  thing  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Courtesy  Commit¬ 
tee. 

(Chief  J.  C.  Easier  read  the  following  report,  which  was  adopt¬ 
ed:)

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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 


PRESIDENT  LONG:  We  now  come  to  the  election  of  officers. 
I  call  for  nominations  for  president. 

CHIEF  BURKETT:  I  nominate,  for  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association,  our  good  friend,  Chief  W.  E. 
Holland  of  Raleigh,  the  good  friend  of  every  fireman  in  North  Car¬ 
olina. 

MR.  JONES,  Ayden:  I  move  that  the  nominations  be  closed 
and  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Association 
for  Mr.  Holland. 

(This  motion  was  seconded  and,  when  put  to  vote,  was  carried.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  it  is  the  pleasure  of 
the  Secretary  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  Association  for 
Chief  W.  E.  Holland  as  President  of  this  Association  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Come  up  here,  Chief  Holland. 

(Cries  of  “Speech”.) 

PRESIDENT  HOLLAND:  Mr.  President  and  officers  and 
members  of  this  Association:  It  is  my  honest  feeling  that  there  are 
many  members  of  this  Association  who  are  better  qualified  to  hold 
this  high  office  than  I.  Nevertheless,  I  appreciate  your  confidence 
in  me,  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  this  high 
office  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Nominations  for  Vice-President  are  now 
in  order. 

CHIEF  BENNETT,  Durham:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen, 
the  man  whose  name  I  wish  to  present  at  this  time  is  well  known  to 
many  of  you.  I  have  been  associated  with  him  for  the  last  twenty- 
two  years,  and  to  my  own  knowledge  he  has  not  missed  a  meeting 
of  the  Association  for  seventeen  years.  Pie  has  taken  much  interest 
in  the  Association,  and  he  has  been  on  the  advisory  Board  and  has 
served  well.  1  believe  we  can  do  nothing  better  at  this  time  than  to 
elect  Jerome  Flora,  of  Elizabeth  City,  as  our  Vice-President.  I  could 
go  on  and  say  much  relative  to  Mr.  Flora,  but  we  are  pushed  for 
time,  and  I  do  not  believe  we  could  do  any  better  than  elect  Mr. 
Flora. 

MR.  MAURICE  FLEISCHMANN,  Fayetteville:  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  sceond  Mr.  Flora’s  nomination  to  the  office  of  Vice- 
President.  I  have  known  him  for  a  long  time  and  know  that  he  has 
served  this  Association  faithfully7.  I  hope  that  you  will  elect  him, 
and  if  he  is  elevated  next  year  I  know  that  he  will  serve  you  well. 

CHIEF  LON  DUCKETT,  Asheville:  I  have  in  mind  a  fellow 
whom  I  want  to  present  to  you.  He  has  been  a  member  of  this  As¬ 
sociation  since  1926  and  has  served  on  many  committees.  He  is 
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competent,  he  is  willing  .to  work,  and  he  has  worked.  He  is  a  man 
whom  you  all  know  and  whom  you  all  like.  The  West  has  had  some 
honois  in  this  Association,  and  we  appreciate  it.  We  are  going  to 
ask  you  this  morning  to  elect  a  boy  from  the  West,  and  in  selecting 
this  man  you  will  make  no  mistake.  I  present  the  name  of  Clyde 
Hildebiand,  of  Canton.  He  is  a  man  who  is  held  in  high  esteem  by 
everyone  who  knows  him,  in  his  own  town  and  elsewhere.  I  should 
like  to  ask  you  to  consider  Clyde  Hildebrand  for  your  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  for  next  year.  Clyde  Hildebrand  is  a  little  farther  west  than 
I  am.  He  is  a  boy  whom  we  have  always  admired.  He  was  raised  in 
Asheville  and  still  calls  it  home,  although  he  is  employed  in  Can¬ 
ton.  His  position  is  different  from  that  of  most  of  the  rest  of  us. 
It  happens  that  the  Champion  Fibre  Company  employs  him  as  chief 
of  the  fire  department  of  their  plant.  His  assistant  there,  West¬ 
moreland,  is  chief  of  the  Towm  Fire  Department.  They  have  under 
their  care  several  million  dollars’  worth  of  property  there.  I  wish 
to  put  before  you  the  name  of  Clyde  Hildebrand  as  Vice  President. 

(This  nomination  was  seconded.) 

CHIEF  TAYLOR,  Kannapolis:  I  move  that  the  nominations 
be  closed. 

(Motion  seconded  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  I  suggest  to  you  that 
some  of  Chief  Flora’s  friends  suggest  a  man  to  act  as  teller  in  his 
behalf  and  some  friends  of  Chief  Hildebrand  appoint  a  teller  to  act 
in  his  behalf. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  I  think  that  is  a  good  suggestion.  You 
will  please  appoint  those  tellers,  gentlemen,  and  send  them  up  here. 

(Mr.  A1  Brinson  was  chosen  to  represent  Mr.  Flora  on  the 
Commitee  of  Tellers,  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Neely,  of  Statesville,  was  chos¬ 
en  to  represent  Mr.  Hilderbrand.  The  President  appointed  Mr. 
- as  the  other  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.) 

(A  roll-call  vote  was  then  taken,  which  resulted  in  a  tie.  The 
second  roll-call  vote  resulted  as  follows:  Hildebrand,  112%;  Flora, 
140%;  and  Mr.  Flora  was  declared  elected.) 

CHIEF  HILDEBRAND:  I  should  like  to  say  a  word,  Mr. 
President.  I  appreciate  the  fellows  that  voted  for  me,  and  I  ap¬ 
preciate  the  fellows  that  voted  according  to  their  own  ideas.  Damn 
a  man  that  will  not  vote  according  to  his  own  sentiments. 

If  any  of  you  fellows  happen  to  be  up  in  the  woods  of  western 
North  Carolina  and  there  is  anything  I  can  do  for  you,  or  any¬ 
thing  the  Champion  Fibre  Company  can  do,  just  look  us  up  or 
call  us  up.  I  am  with  you  one  hundred  per  cent. 

(Calls  of  ‘‘Flora”.) 

CHIEF  FLORA:  Gentlemen  of  the  convention,  I  thank  you 
for  the  loyal  support  you  have  given  me  in  electing  me  to  the  high 
office  of  Vice-President  of  this  Association.  I  pledge  you  my  best 
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efforts,  and  I  promise  President  Holland  my  earnest  support  in  car¬ 
rying  on  the  work  of  this  Association. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Gentlemen,  nominations  for  Secretary 
are  now  in  order. 

MR.  BROCKWELL:  Gentlemen,  we  are  exceedingly  fortu¬ 
nate  in  having  an  Association  which  can  produce  two  such  fine  men 
as  candidates  as  those  who  have  just  been  in  the  race  for  Vice 
President.  But  nowhere  is  there  an  organization  that  has  a  dupli¬ 
cate  of  our  present  Secretary.  I  move  you  that  we  unanimously  re¬ 
elect  Mr.  John  L.  Miller  as  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(This  motion  received  several  seconds  and  was  carried  without 
a  dissenting  vote  and  with  applause.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Gentlemen,  I  call  for  nominations  for 
Treasurer. 

CHIEF  PALMER,  Charlotte:  Gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  this 
Association  for  A.  B.  Horney  for  Treasurer  for  the  coming  year. 

(This  motion,  being  seconded,  was  put  to  vote  and  carried). 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  this  Association  for  A.  B.  Horney  as  Treasurer 
to  succeed  himself. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  next  thing  in  order  is  the  election 
of  a  statistician. 

MR.  KESLER:  I  nominate  Mr.  Hildebrand  for  Statistician. 

MR.  FLEISCHMANN,  Fayetteville:  I  nominate  R.  A.  Joyner, 
of  Farmville,  as  Statistician. 

(Nomination  seconded). 

MR.  FLEISCHMANN:  I  move  that  the  nominations  be  closed 
and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Association  for  Mr.  Joyner. 

(This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and,  on  being  put  to  vote,  was 
carried.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  I  take  pleasure  in 
casting  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  convention  for  Mr.  Joyner  as 
Statistician. 

(Calls  for  “Joyner”.) 

MR.  JOYNER:  Mr.  President  and  fellow  firemen,  we  are  all 
too  hungry  for  long  speeches.  In  a  few  words,  I  thank  you  for  this 
honor,  and  I  promise  you  my  best  efforts  in  your  behalf  as  Statis¬ 
tician  of  the  Association. 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  The  next  business  is  the  selection  of  our 
next  place  of  meeting.  (Cries  of  “Greensboro”.) 

SECRETARY  MILLER:  Mr.  President,  I  move  you  that  this 
Association  hold  its  fiftieth  annual  convention  in  the  City  of 
Greensboro  in  1937. 

CHIEF  FRANK  D.  SHAW,  Greensboro:  I  wish  to  extend  a 
cordial  invitation  to  all  members  of  all  fire  departments  to  come  to 
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Greensboro  for  the  convention  next  year  and  to  bring  not  only 
your  chiefs,  assistant  chiefs,  superintendents  of  water  works,  and 
so  forth,  but  also  your  wives  and  sweethearts,  your  commission¬ 
ers,  aldermen,  and  mayors. 

(The  motion  to  hold  the  meeting  in  Greensboro,  being  seconded, 
was  put  to  vote  by  the  President  and  was  unanimously  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  LONG:  Is  there  anything  else  to  come  up  be¬ 
fore  we  adjourn?  (No  response.) 

Mr.  Holland,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  gavel, 
which  is  the  symbol  of  order.  Cherish  it;  care  for  it,  and  for  the 
North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association.  I  hope  you  will  enjoy 
your  term  as  President  as  much  as  I  have  enjoyed  mine. 

PRESIDENT  HOLLAND:  A  motion  for  adjournment  is  now 
in  order. 

(On  motion,  the  convention  then  adjourned  sine  die,  at  two- 
fifteen  o’clock  P.  M.) 
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An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  North  Carolina 
State  Firemen’s  Association 


Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  Convened: 

Section  1.  That  C.  D.  Benbow,  J.  G.  Fowler,  H.  J.  Elam,  A.  T. 
Boyd,  C.  F.  Thomas,  J.  R.  Donnell,  Charles  Whittington  and  S.  D. 
Wilson,  of  Greensboro;  J.  D.  McNeill,  of  Fayetteville;  J.  T.  Thack¬ 
er,  W.  F.  Keith,  S.  A.  Sink,  C.  D.  Snipes,  F.  H.  Vogler,  F.  C. 
Meinung,  of  Winston-Salem;  E.  B.  Englehard,  T.  W.  Blake,  F.  H. 
Lumsden  and  F.  Brannon,  of  Raleigh;  H.  E.  Heartt,  of  Durham; 
J.  B.  Swinson,  of  Charlotte,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  asso¬ 
ciated  with  them,  and  their  successors  be,  and  they  hereby  are  con- 
stiuted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association,  and  may  by  that  name  sue 
and  be  sued  and  prosecute  and  defend  suits  in  all  courts  in  the 
State  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure.  May  take  contracts  and  be  capable  in  law  of  pur¬ 
chasing,  holding  and  conveyting  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the 
benefit  of  said  Association  or  corporation,  provided,  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  shall  not  any  time  hold  real  or  personal  estate  of  greater 
amount  than  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  purpose  for  which  said  Association  is  organ¬ 
ized  is:  The  protection  and  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of 
the  firemen  of  North  Carolina,  the  compilation  of  fire  statistics, 
the  collection  of  information  concerning  the  practical  workings  of 
different  systems  of  organizations,  the  examination  and  inquiries 
concerning  the  merits  of  the  different  kinds  of  apparatus  in  use 
and  the  improvements  in  the  s^me,  the  cultivation  of  a  fraternal 
fellowship  between  the  different  companies  of  the  State. 

Section  3.  Said  Association  or  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  officers,  hold  meetings,  adopt  Constitution  and  enact  such 
By-Laws  in  such  manner  as  their  Constitution  may  prescribe,  and 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Association;  provided,  that  such 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  be  not  repugnant 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We,  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  organization,  establish  har¬ 
mony  of  action,  insure  prosperity  and  promote  the  best  interests 
of  the  Firemen  of  North  Carolina,  and  compile  statistics  of  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  the  practical  working  of  various  systems  and 
the  merits  of  the  different  apparatus  in  use  for  the  extinguishing 
of  fires,  also  the  cultivation  of  fraternal  fellowship  between  the 
several  Fire  Departments  of  the  State  do,  here  establish  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
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Constitution 


Article  I 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Statistician, 
and  they  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  and  will  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified.  Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall 
have  one  vote  on  all  questions  coming  before  the  Association: 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  the 
several  Chiefs  and  Assistant  Chiefs  of  the  Fire  Departments,  Fire 
Marshals,  Superintendents  of  Fire  Alarm,  Superintendents  of 
Waterworks,  Buildings  and  Electric  Inspectors,  and  each  regular 
organized  Fire  Company  in  the  several  Fire  Departments  of  the 
State;  said  persons  and  companies  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Association,  and  all  in- 
vidual  members  of  such  fire  companies,  who  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Association,  shall, 
also,  by  virtue  of  their  membership  of  such  companies,  be  members 
of  this  Association  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the  benefits 
of  this  Association,  and  the  funds  disbursed  by  it,  so  long  as  said 
company  remains  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  no  longer. 
But  should  any  member  fail  to  pay  his  per  capita  tax,  when  called 
for,  and  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association  he 
shall  be  debarred  from  the  privileges  of  this  Association. 

Section  2.  Any  member  injured  or  made  sick  by  disease  con¬ 
tracted  in  the  actual  discharge  of  his  duty  as  a  Fireman,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  from  the  “Firemen’s  Relief  Fund”  of 
this  Association,  as  set  forth  and  contained  in  the  By-Laws  of 
said  Association;  and  should  death  result  from  such  injury  or 
sickness  the  widow,  if  any,  of  such  deceased  fireman  shall  receive 
such  an  amount  and  for  such  purposes  as  is  set  forth  and  con¬ 
tained  in  the  By-Laws  of  this  Association,  and  in  case  there  is 
no  widow,  then  the  company  of  which  such  deceased  fireman  was 
a  member  shall  receive  such  an  amount  and  for  such  purposes 
as  is  set  forth  and  contained  in  the  By-Laws  of  this  Association. 

Section  3.  Every  person  or  company  eligible  and  desiring  to 
become  a  member  of  this  Association  shall  make  application  to 
the  Secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  to  him  the  prescribed 
membership  fee,  and  thereupon,  if  such  applicant  or  company  be 
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eligible  he  or  such  company  shall  become  a  member  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


Section  4.  All  companies  represented  in  this  Association  must 
be  in  full  accord  and  in  good  standing  in  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  city,  town  or  village  where  they  are  located,  and  if  at  any 

time  they  are  not  so,  they  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  membership 
in  this  Association,  and  companies  that  do  not  affiliate  with  the 
fire  department  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  they  are  located 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  membership  in  this  Association. 

Section  5.  Every  fire  company  in  the  State,  which  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Association,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  elect  two  delegates,  and  also  two  alternates,  to  serve 
for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Chief  of  the 
various  departments  at  large,  who  are  entitled  to  one  vote  each,  or 
two  for  the  company.  In  the  absence  of  one  of  the  delegates  so 
elected,  the  other  member  or  delegate  may  cast  two  votes  for  the 
company.  They  shall  be  beneficiary  members  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  show  on  the  beneficiary  roll. 


Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
held  at  such  place  as  the  Association  shall  select,  if  said  Associa¬ 
tion  selects  such  place,  and  if  not,  then  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  select  the  time  of  holding  all  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Section  2.  A  failure  to  hold  any  annual  meeting  at  the  time 
designated  in  the  Constitution  shall  in  no  wise  make  a  dissolution 
of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  decide,  on  a  call  of  the  President  or  a 
majority  of  said  Committee. 


Article  V 

Section  1.  If  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  reason  of  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise  of  any  of  the  officers  of  this  Association, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  t  e 
unexpired  term  for  which  said  officer  was  elected. 


Article  VI 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  alter, 
amend  repeal  or  revise  this  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Association  present  entitled 
to  vote;  provided  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  sub‘ 
mitted  in  writing  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Executive 

mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 


Article  I 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and  to  counter-sign  all  orders, 
warrants  or  vouchers  duly  granted  by  the  Association,  Executive 
Committee  or  other  officer  of  the  Association.  He  shall  receive 
$250.00  compensation  as  annual  salary,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  issued  by  the  Secretary  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  President. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  per¬ 
form  all  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  com¬ 
plete  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  receive 
and  answer  all  communications  pertaining  to  the  Association;  to 
keep  a  roster  of  the  names  of  the  different  companies  composing 
the  Association  and  the  individual  members  thereof;  to  collect  the 
membership  fee  and  the  per  capita  tax,  and  to  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  to  issue  all 
warrants  and  vouchers  for  the  payment  of  all  moneys  expended 
by  the  Association  or  any  officer  thereof.  He  shall  execute  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  to  this  Association  for 
security  of  all  funds  in  his  hands  to  be  approved  by  and  filed 
with  the  President.  All  property,  books  and  records  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary,  are  and  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association.  tie  shall  receive  $600.00 
compensation  as  annual  salary,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  warrant 
on  Treasurer,  issued  by  the  Secretary  and  counter-signed  by  the 
President. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected 
by  the  Secretary  and  give  a  receipt  to  him  for  the  same;  to  collect 
and  receive  annually  from  the  State  Treasurer  the  amount  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund;  to  col¬ 
lect  and  receive  from  the  Insurance  Commissioner  the  five  per  cent 
of  the  money  collected  from  the  Insurance  Companies  as  prescribed 
by  law  in  Section  6067  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  He  shall  disburse  no  moneys  except  on  order  issued  by  the 
Secretary  and  counter-signed  by  the  President.  At  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Association  he  shall  make  a  full  report  of  all  the 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him.  He  shall  execute  a  bond 
to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  as  prescribed  by  law,  which  bond 
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shall  be  approved  b-y  and  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  said  Treas- 
uiei  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  of  the  yearly  expenditures  of 
the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund.  He  shall,  also,  execute  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  to  this  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  security  of  the  General  Fund,  to  be  approved  by  the 
President  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Association.  All 
property,  books  and  records  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  are,  and 
shah  remain  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s 
Association.  He  shall  receive  $200.00  compensation  as  annual 
salary,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  issued 
by  the  Secretary  and  counter-signed  by  the  President. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  correctly 
compile  the  statistics  of  each  village  and  city  in  the  State  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  fire  service,  annually  correcting  the 
previous  reports,  which  shall  include  everything  of  interest  to  our 
firemen,  and  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  comprehensive  in  every 
detail.  The  expenses  of  all  printing,  printed  matter  and  postage 
necessary  in  sending  for  and  receiving  such  information  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Association.  He  shall  receive  $75.00  compensation  as 
annual  salary,  to  be  paid  annually  by  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
issued  by  the  Secretary  and  counter-signed  by  the  President. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
have  published  the  proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  transact 
all  business  of  the  Association  during  the  times  intervening  be¬ 
tween  the  annual  meetings  of  said  Association;  to  advise  the 
Treasurer  in  the  management  of  all  funds  of  the  Association.  At 
all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  a  majority  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  majority  of  such  quorum 
may  determine  all  questions  and  transact  all  business  the  same  as 
if  all  the  said  committee  were  present. 

Section  7.  The  expenses  of  the  President  when  absent  from 
home  upon  business  of  the  Association,  and  while  attending  the 
annual  meetings  and  special  meetings  of  the  Association,  to  be 
incurred  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  paid  upon  warrant  issued  by 
the  Secretary  and  counter-signed  by  the  President,  and  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  other  officers  of  the  Association  when  absent  from 
home  upon  business  of  the  Association,  and  while  attending  the 
annual  meetings  and  special  meetings  of  said  Association  shall 
likewise  be  paid  upon  warrant  issued  by  the  Secretary  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  President. 

Section  8.  All  moneys  expended  under  this  Article  shall  be 
paid  out  the  General  Fund  of  this  Association,  and  not  from  the 
Firemen’s  Relief  Fund.  Provided,  that  the  salary  of  the  Treasur¬ 
er  and  printing  of  the  minutes  each  year  may  be  paid  out  of  the 
Firemen’s  Relief  Fund.

PROCEEDINGS  NORTH  CAROLINA 


MEMBERSHIP 
Article  II 

Section  1.  Each  fire  company  shall  pay  a  membership  fee  of 
Five  Dollars,  and  each  Fire  Chief,  Assistant  Chief,  Fire  Marshal, 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  Superintendent  of  Waterworks, 
Building  and  Electric  Inspectors,  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  One 
Dollar,  and  all  other  members  an  annual  fee  of  Fifty  Cents  each. 

Section  2.  The  annual  fees  above  mentioned  shall  be  paid  on, 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  and  every  year,  in  ad¬ 
vance  for  the  insuing  year.  And  all  members  who  fail  to  comply 
with  this  provision  shall,  thereon  and  by  reason  of  such  failure, 
cease  to  be  members  of  this  Association,  and  cannot  again  become 
members  of  this  Association  except  by  new  application,  made  in 
regular  form,  and  paying  the  prescribed  fee  for  membership. 

Section  3.  Any  individual  or  company,  members  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  who,  at  any  time  fail  to  act  in  a  gentlemanly  manner,  may 
upon  charges  brought  before  the  Association  be  expelled  from  said 
Association  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  membershirp. 

Section  4.  Any  Honorary  Fireman  may,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fees,  become  a  member  of  the  Association,  with  all 
rights  and  privileges  of  any  other  member,  except  such  Honorary 
Firemen  shall  not  participate  in  the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund. 

SICK  AND  DEATH  BENEFITS 
Article  III 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  this  Association  injured  or  made 
sick  by  disease  contracted  in  the  actual  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
a  fireman  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  from  the  Firemen’s  Re¬ 
lief  Fund”  of  this  Association,  as  follows:  At  the  rate  of  $4.00 
per  day  while  totally  unable  to  attend  to  his  ordinary  business  by 
reason  of  such  injury  or  sickness  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  days;  but  the  Executive  Committee  may  extend  such 
benefits  for  good  cause  shown  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  next  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of  one 
hundred  days,  and  the  Association  at  said  annual  meeting  will, 
at  its  pleasure,  determine  the  time  for  which  such  benefits  may  be 
received;  and  in  case  of  death  for  such  injury  or  sickness,  this 
Association  shall  pay  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased  $300.00  for 
funeral  expenses,  and  should  the  deceased  have  no  widow,  this 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Company  of  which 
the  deceased  was  a  member  to  be  used  by  said  Company  to  defray 
his  funeral  expenses.  Provided  that  no  fireman  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  any  benefits  under  this  section  until  the  local  Fireman’s 
Relief  Fund  of  his  city  or  town  shall  have  been  exhausted. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  or  Acting  Chief  shall  certify  before  a 
Magistrate,  Notary  Public  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer 
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oaths  on  blank  form  published  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Association, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  attending  physician,  said 
certificate  to  be  made  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of 
this  Association. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  benefits  shall  be  made  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  in  compliance  with  the  form  to  be  furnished  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days 
after  receiving  the  injury  or  contracting  the  disease  complained 
of;  but  said  time  for  making  said  application  may  be  extended  by 
the  Executive  Committee  for  good  cause  shown. 

Section  4.  The  action  of  this  Association  upon  all  questions 
that  may  arise  as  to  granting  or  refusing  relief  and  benefits,  both 
as  to  the  amount  thereof  and  the  person  claiming,  and  upon  all 
questions  relating  to  the  right  or  claim  of  membership,  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  and  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  said  questions  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  conclusive 
until  the  same  be  changed  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meet¬ 
ings. 
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Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  all 
questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  of 
the  Association. 

2.  Every  member  when  he  speaks  shall  rise,  standing  in  his 
place,  addressing  the  presiding  officer,  and  shall  omit  personalities 
and  confine  himself  to  the  questions  under  debate. 

3.  When  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  once,  the  presid¬ 
ing  officer  shah  name  the  one  who  shall  speak  first. 

4.  A  member  when  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down 
unless  permitted  to  explain  by  the  Chair.  If  there  be  no  appeal, 
the  decision  shall  be  conclusive. 

5.  Every  delegate  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  but  no  delegate  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  shall 
have  a  direct  individual  or  pecuniary  interest,  and  the  President 
shall  only  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

6.  The  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  entered  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  Association,  if  required  by  three  delegates. 

7.  All  business  not  provided  for  in  these  By-Laws  shall  be 
transacted  according  to  the  parliamentary  rules  that  govern  delib¬ 
erate  bodies.  No  less  than  the  representative  of  five  companies 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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Firemen’s  Relief  Fund 

ARTICLE  1— STATE  APPROPRIATIONS 


6056 — Annual  Appropriation 

The  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  ap¬ 
propriated  annually  and  shall  constiute  a  “Firemen’s  Relief  Fund.” 

6057 — Payment  by  State  Treasurer. 

The  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  pay  the  amount  constituting 
the  firemen’s  relief  fund  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  one-fourth 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Volunteer  Firemen’s 
Association,  properly  chartered  by  law,  and  three-fourths  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association.  The 
treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Volunteer  Firemen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  give  bond,  and  the  Association  shall  disburse  the 
funds  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules  as  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association. 

6058 — Application  of  Fund 

The  money  so  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  shall  be  known  and  remain 
as  the  “Firemen's  Relief  Fund”  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  be 
used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  members  of  such  associa¬ 
tion,  who  may  be  injured  or  rendered  sick  by  disease  contracted  in 
the  actual  discharge  of  duty  as  firemen,  and  for  the  relief  of 
widows,  children,  and  if  there  be  no  widow  or  children,  then  de¬ 
pendent  mothers  of  such  firemen  killed  or  dying  from  disease  so 
contracted  in  such  discharge  of  duty;  to  be  paid  in  such  manner 
and  in  such  sums  to  such  individuals  of  the  classes  herein  named 
and  described  as  may  be  provided  for  and  determined  upon  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  association,  and 
such  provisions  and  determinations  made  pursuant  to  said  consti¬ 
tution  and  by-laws  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  persons 
entitled  to  benefits  and  as  to  the  amount  of  benefit  to  be  received, 
and  no  action  at  law  shall  be  maintained  against  said  Association 
to  enforce  any  claim  or  recover  any  benefit  under  this  aiticle  oi 
under  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  Association;  but  if  any 
officer  or  commitee  of  said  Association  omit  or  refuse  to  peiform 
any  duty  imposed  upon  him  or  them,  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  any  proceedings  against  said  officer  or 
committee,  to  compel  him  or  them  to  perform  such  duty.  No 
fireman  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  benefit  under  this  section 
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until  the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund  of  this  city  or  town  shall  have  been 
exhausted. 

6059 — Treasurer  to  File  Report  and  Give  Bond 

The  Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Associa¬ 
tion  shall  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  state  treasurer  of  the  year¬ 
ly  expenditures  of  the  appropriation  under  this  chapter  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  showing  the  total  amount  of  money 
in  his  hands  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  report,  and  shall  give 
a  bond  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  treasurer  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  in  a  sum  not  less  than  the  amount  of  money  on  hand 
as  shown  by  said  report. 

606? — Who  Shall  Participate  in  the  Fund 

The  line  of  duty  entitling  one  to  participate  in  the  fund  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  mean  actual  fire  duty  only,  and  any  actual 
duty  connected  wi th  the  fire  department  when  directed  to  perform 
the  same  by  an  officer  in  charge. 

6061 — Who  May  Become  Members 

Any  organized  Fire  Company  in  North  Carolina,  holding  itself 
ready  for  duty  may,  upon  compliance  -with  the  requirements  of  said 
constitution  and  by-laws  become  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Firemen’s  Association,  and  any  firemen  of  good  moral  char¬ 
acter  in  North  Carolina,  and  belonging  to  an  organized  fire  com¬ 
pany  who  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association 
may  become  a  member  of  said  association. 

6062 — Applied  to  Members  of  Regular  Fire  Company 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  any  fireman  who 
is  a  member  of  a  regularly  organized  fire  company,  and  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  in  good  standing  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Fremen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  2— FUND  DERIVED  FROM  FIRE  INSURANCE 

COMPANIES 

6063 — Fire  Insurance  Companies  to  Report  Premiums  Collected. 

Every  fire  insurance  company,  corporation  or  association 
doing  business  in  any  town  or  city  in  North  Carolina  that 
has,  or  may  hereafter  have,  a  regularly  organized  fire  de¬ 
partment  under  the  control  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  or  other 
governing  body  of  said  town  or  city,  and  which  has  in  serviceable 
condition  for  fire  duty  apparatus  and  equipment  amounting  in 
value  to  one  thousand  dollars  or  more  and  which  enforces  the  fire 
laws  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  insurance  commissioner  shall  return 
to  the  insurance  commissioner  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  a 
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just  and  true  account  of  all  premiums  collected  and  received  from 
all  lire  insurance  business  done  within  the  corporate  limits  of 

such  towns  and  cities  during  year  ending  December  thirty-first,  or 
such  portion  thereof  as  they  may  have  transacted  such  business 
in  such  towns  and  cities.  Such  companies,  corporations,  or  as¬ 
sociations  shall  make  said  returns  within  sixty  days  from  and  af¬ 
ter  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

6064 — Tax  on  Receipts  For  Premiums 

Every  fire  insurance  company,  corporation  or  association  as 
aforesaid  shall,  within  seventy-five  days  from  December  thirty- 
first  of  each  year,  deliver  and  pay  to  the  state  insurance  commis¬ 
sioner  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  out  of  and  from  every  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  at  that  rate,  upon  the  amount  of  all  premiums  written 
on  fire  and  lightning  policies  covering  property  situated  within 
the  corporated  limits  of  such  towns  and  cities  during  the  year 
ending  December  thirty-first  in  each  year,  or  for  such  portion  of 
each  year  as  said  company,  corporation,  or  association  shall  have 
done  business  in  said  towns  and  cities. 

6065 — Insurance  Commissioner  to  Investigate  Returns  and  Collect 


Tax 

Every  such  company,  corporation,  or  association  shall  make 
accurate  returns  of  all  business  done,  both  on  fire  and  lightning 
insurance,  covering  property  situated  within  the  limits  of  sucn 
towns  and  cities;  and  in  case  any  fraud,  misrepresentation,  or  mis¬ 
take  of  any  returns,  as  provided  for  in  this  article,  be  apparent, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  insurance  commissioner  to  investigate 
such  returns  and  collect  the  amount  which  he  shall  find  to  be 
due. 

6066 — Penalty  For  Failure  to  Pay  Tax 


Every  fire  insurance  company,  association,  or  corporation 
aforesaid  which  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  fail  oi  neglect  to  re¬ 
port  or  pay  over  any  of  the  money  due  on  premiums  as  afore¬ 
said,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  specified  in  this  article,  or 
shall  be  found  upon  examination  to  have  made  a  false  return  of 
businesss  done  by  them,  shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  fire 
department  of  such  town  or  city,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action 

in  the  name  of  the  town  or  city. 


6067 _ insurance  Commissioner  to  Pay  Fund  to  Treasurer 

The  insurance  commissioner  shall  deduct  the  sum  of  five  per 
cent  from  the  money  so  collected  from  the  insurance  companies, 
corporations,  or  associations,  as  aforesaid,  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  State  Firemen’s  Association  lor  general 
purposes  and  the  remainder  of  the  money  so  collected  from  *e 
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insurance  companies,  corporations,  or  associations,  as  aforesaid, 
doing  business  in  the  several  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  having, 
or  that  may  hereafter  have  organized  fire  department  as  provided 
in  this  article,  said  insurance  commissioner  shall  pay  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  each  town  or  city  to  be  held  by  him  as  a  separate  and  dis¬ 
tinct  fund,  and  he  shall  immediately  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  local  board  of  trustees  upon  his  election  and  qualification, 
for  the  use  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  firemen’s  local  relief 
fund  in  each  town  or  city,  composed  of  five  members,  residents  of 
said  city  or  town  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  be  used  by  them 
for  the  purpose  as  named  in  section  6069. 

6068 — Trustees  Appointed;  Organization 

In  each  town  or  city  complying  with  and  deriving  benefits  from 
the  provisions  of  this  article  there  shall  be  appointed  annually  in 
January,  a  local  board  of  trustees,  known  as  the  trustees  of  the 
firemen’s  relief  fund,  to  be  composed  of  five  members,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  named  by  the  members  of  the  local  fire  department, 
two  by  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  or  other  local  governing 
body,  the  remaining  member  by  the  State  insurance  commissioner, 
all  to  hold  office  for  two  years  or  until  their  successors  are  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  to  serve  without  pay  for  their  service.  They  shall 
immediately  after  appointment  organize  by  electing  from  their 
members  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  which  two  last 
positions  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  treasurer  of  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  of  moneys  in  his  hands,  to  be  approved  by  the 
insurance  commissioner,  for  the  faithful  and  proper  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

6069 — Disbursement  of  Fund  By  Trustees 

The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  funds 
derived  from  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  shall  disburse  the 
funds  only  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To  safeguard  any  fireman  in  active  service  from  financial 
loss  occasioned  by  sickness  contracted  or  injury  received  while  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  fireman. 

2.  To  provide  a  reasonable  support  for  those  actually  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  services  of  any  fireman  who  may  lose  his  life  in 
the  fire  service  of  his  town,  city  or  state,  either  by  accident  or 
from  disease  contracted  or  injury  received  by  reason  of  such  ser¬ 
vice.  The  amount  is  to  be  determined  according  to  the  earning 
capacity  of  the  deceased. 

3.  To  safeguard  any  fireman  who  has  honorably  served  for  a 
period  of  five  years  in  the  fire  service  of  this  city  or  town  from 
ever  becoming  an  inmate  of  any  almshouse  or  actually  dependent 
upon  charity. 
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4.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  fireman’s  assessment 
in  the  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  if  the  board  of  trustees  find  as  a  fact  that  said  fireman 
is  unable  to  pay  the  said  assessment  by  reason  of  disability. 

6070 — Trustees  to  Keep  Account  and  File  Report;  Effect  of  Failure 

The  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  and  shall  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  render 
an  itemized  statement  of  the  same,  for  publication  in  the  annual 
report,  a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  made  annually  to  the  state 
insurance  commissioner;  and  in  case  any  board  of  trustees  in  any 
of  the  towns  and  cities  benefitted  by  this  article  shall  neglect  or 
fail  to  perform  their  duties,  or  shall  willfully  misappropriate  the 
funds  entrusted  to  their  care,  or  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  report  at 
the  annual  meeting  at  the  state  association,  then  the  insurance 
commissioner  shall  withhold  any  and  all  further  payments  to  said 
board  of  trustees,  or  their  successors,  until  the  matter  has  been 
fully  investigated  by  an  official  of  the  State  Firemen’s  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  state  insurance  com¬ 
missioner.  Should  such  payments  be  unadjusted  for  a  period  of 
fifteen  months  from  the  time  when  such  payments  would  other¬ 
wise  have  been  made  then  the  insurance  commissioner  shall  pay 
over  the  said  amount  to  the  treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Firemen’s  Association  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  firemen’s 
relief  fund. 

6071 — Municipal  Clerk  to  Certify  List  of  Fire  Companies;  Effect 

of  Failure 

The  clerk  of  any  city,  town  or  village  or  other  municipal  cor¬ 
poration  having  an  organized  fire  department  shall,  on  or  befoie 
the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  make  and  file  with  the  in¬ 
surance  commissioner  his  certificate,  stating  the  existence  of  such 
department,  the  number  of  steam,  hand  or  other  engines,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks  and  hose  carts  in  actual  use,  the  number  of  organ¬ 
ized  companies,  and  the  system  of  water  supply  in  use  for  such 
departments,  together  with  such  other  facts  as  the  insurance  com¬ 
missioner  may  require,  on  a  blank  to  be  furnished  by  him.  If  the 
certificate  required  by  this  section  is  not  filed  with  the  insurance 
commissioner  on  or  before  October  thirty-first  in  any  yeai,  l  e 
city,  town  or  village  so  failing  to  file  such  certificate  shall  lorfeit 
the  payment  next  due  to  be  paid  to  said  board  of  trustees,  and  t  le 
insurance  commissioner  shall  pay  over  said  amount  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  and  same 
shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  firemen’s  relief  fund. 

6072— Fire  Departments  To  Be  Members  of  State  Association  And 

Send  Delegate  To  Meeting 

For  the  purpose  of  supervision  and  as  guaranty  that  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  article  shall  be  honestly  administered  in  a  business 
like  manner,  it  is  provided  that  every  department  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  this  law  shall  be  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Firemen’s  Association,  send  at  least  one  accredited  delegate  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  said  association  and  comply  with  its  constitu¬ 
tion  and  by-laws.  If  the  fire  department  of  any  city,  town  or  vil¬ 
lage  shall  fail  to  send  at  least  one  delegate  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  State  Firemen’s  Association  and  otherwise  fails  to  comply 
with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  Association  said  city, 
town  or  village  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  the  next  annual  payment 
due  from  the  funds  mentioned  in  this  article,  and  the  insurance 
commissioner  shall  pay  over  said  amount  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  and  same  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  part  of  the  firemen’s  relief  fund:  Provided,  however,  that 
the  failure  of  any  department  to  have  a  delegate  or  representative 
present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  not  have 
such  effect  if  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  said  association  such  delegate  or  representative  had  a 
valid  excuse  for  his  failure  so  to  attend.  • 

6073 — No  Discrimination  on  Account  of  Color 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  in  a  number  of  towns  and  cities  of  this 
state  fire  companies  composed  exclusively  of  colored  men,  it  is  ex¬ 
pressly  provided  that  the  local  board  of  trustees  shall  make  no 
discrimination  on  account  of  color  in  the  payment  of  benefits.  The 
treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  shall 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Volunteer  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association  one-sixth  of  the  funds  arising  from  the  five  per 
cent,  paid  him  by  the  insurance  commissioner  each  year,  to  be  used 
by  said  North  Carolina  State  Volunteer  Firemen’s  Association  for 
general  purposes. 

Section  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification. 

In  the  General  Assembly,  read  three  times  and  ratified,  this 
21st  day  of  February,  1925. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  SECTION  6063  OF  THE  CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES  RELATING  TO  THE  FIREMEN’S  RELIEF  FUND. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  six  thousand  sixty-three  of  the 
Consolidated  Statutes  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
“incorporated”  in  line  two  (2)  thereof,  after  the  word  “any”  and 
before  the  word  “town”. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  be  in  force  and  effect  from  a  and 
after  its  ratification. 

Section  3.  Ratified  this  the  19th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1929. 
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Rules  Governing  Hose  Companies 

HAND  REEL  CONTEST 
Two  To  Enter 

Sixteen  men  and  a  foreman  allowed. 

Reel  to  carry  not  less  than  148  feet  of  standard  two  and  one- 
half  inch  hose  to  be  connected  on  the  start  as  when  ready  for  duty 
to  fires  (three  full  threads)  to  run  100  yards,  unreel  not  les  than 
98  feet  of  hose,  attach  same  to  plug,  screw  pipe  to  hose  (any  size 
nozzle),  throw  water  in  quickets  time.  Water  to  show  opposite 
or  beyond  the  hyrant,  or  company  shall  be  ruled  out.  The  plug 
must  be  closed  at  the  time  of  the  company  starting  on  the  run, 
and  shall  be  opened  by  the  wrenchman.  No  straps  or  snap  coup¬ 
lings  allowed. 

No  company  shall  be  allowed  to  assist  another.  In  the  run 
each  company  is  required  to  furnish  a  roll  of  its  members  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association  on  the  morning  after  the  first  day, 
as  early  as  possible.  Fifteen  minutes  will  be  allowed.  Each  com¬ 
pany  failing  to  start  within  that  time  shall  be  ruled  out.  Two 
entries  required.  No  one  allowed  inside  the  ropes  except  the  com¬ 
pany  making  the  run.  The  company  making  the  best  time  wins 
the  first  prize.  No  company  allowed  to  enter  more  than  one 
team. 

GRAB  RACE  CONTEST 


Company  to  run  50  yards,  grab  reel  and  run  50  yards  to  plug, 
unreel  not  less  than  48  feet  of  hose,  attach  same  to  plug  and  throw 
water- — drag  rope  to  be  put  up  or  down  (optional  with  company) 
Plug  must  be  closed  when  company  starts  to  run  same  as  Reel  Con¬ 
tests.  Couplings  to  be  broken  opposite  or  beyond  plug.  Should 
butt  or  nozzle  blowT  off,  company  be  ruled  out. 

HORSE  REEL  RACE 
Two  To  Enter 

Companies  allowed  the  use  of  any  four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage 
or  Wagon,  either  one  or  two-horse,  to  carry  not  less  than  250  feet 
standard  two  and  one-half  inch  natural  unstretched  hose.  Carriage 
or  Wagon  to  be  weighed;  weight  for  one  horse  not  less  than  1,000 
pounds,  exclusive  of  driver  and  men;  the  driver,  buttman  and 
coupling  breaker  shall  ride  on  Carriage  or  Wagon,  horse  or  horses 
to  be  hitched  to  hose  Carriage  and  Wagon  and  to  be  given  a  moving 
start  of  50  yards  behind  the  actual  starting  line.  The  starting 
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to  be  so  located  as  to  be  a  200-yard  run  for  horse  to  hydrant, 
where  company  is  to  unreel.  Time  to  be  taken  when  front  wheels 
of  wagon  pass  over  the  starting  line  until  water  shows,  unreel  not 
less  than  250  feet  of  hose,  breaking  couplings  and  attach  pipe  and 
show  water.  Water  must  show  within  50  of  the  250-foot  line; 
hose  to  be  reeled  on  carriage  or  placed  on  wagon,  connected  with 
three  full  threads.  The  plug  must  be  closed  at  the  time  of  the 
company  starting  and  cannot  be  opened  until  hose  is  first  started 
to  be  unreeled.  Companies  allowed  five  men  in  addition  to  those 
who  ride,  and  can  be  placed  in  such  positions  as  desired.  Time 
taken  from  the  first  signal  until  water  shows.  If  butt,  or  pipe 
blows  off  company  shall  be  ruled  out  and  hose  must  be  let  go  be¬ 
fore  pressure  is  taken  off.  Where  ballast  is  used  the  certificate 
must  show  the  kind  of  ballast  and -weight  of  same. 


Other  Events 


One  Hundred  Yard  Foot  Race 

Men  to  run  100  yards.  Two  men  to  be  selected  by  the  captain 
of  each  company.  The  one  making  the  best  time  wins  the  prize. 

General  Rules. 

All  contestants  will  be  required  to  take  part  in  the  parade,  un¬ 
less  excused  for  satisfactory  reasons,  same  to  be  made  in  writing. 

In  no  case  will  a  second  trial  be  allowed. 

Each  company’s  run  will  be  decided  by  lot. 

Captains  will  select  all  judges  on  the  morning  of  the  contest. 

All  competing  companies  must  furnish  the  judges  with  weight  of 
apparatus — to  be  weighed  on  city  scales. 

Companies  wishing  couplings — city  Standard,  eight  threads  to 
the  inch — will  be  furnished  with  the  same  on  application  to  the 
Chief  of  Fire  Department. 

Hose  will  oe  furnished  on  the  day  of  contest,  if  desired. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  enter  any  of  the  contests  unless  he 
is  a  bona  fide  member  of  the  company  with  which  he  enters. 

N.  B.  Judges  must  be  governed  by  the  rules,  as  no  changes 
will  be  allowed  under  any  circumstances.

Rules  Governing  Motor  Contest  at  Fay¬ 
etteville  Convention  and  Tourna¬ 
ment  1920. 


Rule  1.  Contest  shall  be  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the  men,  and 
not  for  speed  of  truck. 

Rule  2.  Team  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  8  men,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  captain.  Team  to  be  sub-divided  into  2  sub-teams, 
one  for  Hose  contest  and  one  for  the  Chemical  contest.  The 
Hose  team  to  consist  of  1  wrenchman,  1  buttman,  1  slack-puller,  1 
coupling-breaker  and  1  nozzleman.  The  Chemical  team  to  consist 
of  2  laddermen  and  one  climber — three  men;  total  eight  men. 

Rule  3.  Truck  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  where  Tourna¬ 
ment  is  to  be  held.  Same  truck  to  be  used  by  all  teams  alike.  A 
competent  chauffer  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  to  drive  for  all 
alike.  He  shall  be  sworn  to  give  as  near  as  is  humanly  possible  the 
same  start,  the  same  speed  and  same  finish  to  all  teams  alike. 

Rule  4.  Truck  to  start  from  a  standstill  with  men  on  truck, 
from  a  point  not  less  than  200  yards  from  hydrant;  to  run  with 
fair  speed  to  all,  breaking  string  that  sounds  starting  gong  going 
at  hydrant,  100  feet  from  hydrant  and  pass  hydrant  and  come  to 
a  full  stop  opposite  the  ladder-shed,  which  shall  be  erected  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  street,  100  feet  beyond  the  hydrant.  (Hydrant 
to  be  on  left,  ladder-shed  to  be  on  right. 

Rule  5.  Men  to  jump  from  truck,  remove  cap,  connect  hose  to 
hydrant  lay  two  sections  of  hose,  break  coupling,  attach  nozzle  and 
show  water  at  nozzle.  The  Chemical  men  to  unship  ladder,  place 
same  against  ladder  shed;  the  climber  to  mount  same  and  touch 
bell  on  ladder-shed  with  his  chemical  nozzle.  Bell  to  be  erected 
on  ladder-shed  14  feet  from  pavement  to  the  center  of  bell.  Ladder 
to  be  standard  twelve  foot  truck  ladder. 

Rule  6.  There  shall  be  two  sets  of  timers,  one  for  the  Hose 
contest,  and  one  for  the  Chemical  contest.  Hose  contest  shall  be 
WET,  the  chemical  contest  to  be  DRY.  Time  shall  be  taken  b> 
both  sets  of  timers  at  the  sound  of  the  starting  gong— until  water 
shows  at  nozzle  for  the  Hoseman,  and  from  the  touch  of  the 
chemical  nozzle  at  top  round  of  ladder-shed  by  the  Chemical  men. 
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Rule  7.  In  the  Water  Contest,  coupling  must  be  broken  and 

water  shown,  opposite  or  beyond  hydrant;  hose  must  be  laid  in 
truck,  same  as  for  fire  service;  second  coupling  (the  one  to  be 
broken)  to  be  on  three  full  threads  and  placed  in  truck,  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  coupling  breaker,  until  hose  is  commenced  to  be 
laid;  buttman  and  slack-puller  allowed  not  more  than  fifteen  feet 
of  slack  to  jump  with;  cap  on  hydrant  to  be  three  full  threads. 

Rule  8.  The  time  of  the  -Hose  service  and  the  Chemical  ser¬ 
vice  to  be  kept  separate.  Separate  prizes  to  be  given  to  the  win¬ 
ners  in  each  contest. 

Rule  9.  A  neutral  judge  who  is  not  in  anyway  connected  with 
the  team  making  the  run,  to  ride  on  truck  and  report  any  infrac¬ 
tion  of  the  above  rules. 

Rule  10.  No  one  except  members  of  team  starting  with  truck 
allowed  to  assist  in  any  particular.

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3.  The  location  of  the  principal  or  head  office  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  Concord,  County  of  Cabarrus,  State  of  North  Carolina,  but 
the  same  may  be  moved  by  said  corporation  or  its  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  to  any  other  city  or  town  in  said  State. 

4.  The  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  is  to  es¬ 
tablish  and  carry  on  a  fraternal  benefit  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
making  provision  for  the  payment  of  a  benefit  in  case  of  death  of 
its  members  as  result  of  disease,  accident,  or  old  age,  and  is  or¬ 
ganized  for  the  sole  benefit  of  its  members  and  their  beneficiaries 
and  designated  in  the  insurance  law  as  Fraternal  Orders. 

5.  Said  corporation  may  make  by  laws  for  its  government, 
prescribe  the  necessary  officers,  their  duties  and  compensation,  re¬ 
quire  bond  from  such  of  its  officers  as  occupy  positions  of  trust, 
prescribe  and  levy  dues  and  assessments  to  be  collected  from  its 
members,  and  do  and  perform  such  things  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  said  corporation. 

6.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  such  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  as  are  usually  granted  by  law  to  such  fraternal  benefit 
corporations  or  associations  and  be  subject  to  ail  laws  of  the  State 
applicable  to  such  corporations  or  associations  and  be  supervised 
by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  and  licensed  by  said  officer  before 
it  shall  issue  certificates  or  transact  said  business.  The  Commis¬ 
sioner  is  authorized  to  license  said  corporation  when  it  shall  be 
made  to  appear  to  his  satisfaction  that  said  corporation  has  been 
organized  under  this  charter,  as  provided  by  law,  and  has  at  least 
three  hundred  bona  fide  applications  for  membership.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws 

OF  THE  FIREMEN’S  FRATERNAL  INSURANCE  FUND  OF 
THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE  FIREMEN’S  ASSOCIATION 


Name  and  Object 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association,  which  is  organized 
by  voluntary  agreement  of  its  members  and  under  resolutions  duly 
adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association,  shall 
be  known  as  “Fiermen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.” 

Article  2.  The  objects  of  said  Association  shall  be  to  cement 
more  firmly  the  bonds  of  fraternity  and  friendship  now  existing 
between  the  members  of  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE 
FIREMEN’S  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  3.  The  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  shall  be 
created  and  maintained  by  assessment  made  upon  its  members, 
which  shall  become  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Association. 

Government 

Article  1.  The  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  shall  be 
under  the  general  control  and  supervision  and  management  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Article  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  make  a  report  at 
each  and  every  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Fire¬ 
men’s  Association  at  its  first  business  session. 

By-Laws  and  Regulations 

The  officers  of  the  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  shall 
be  the  Executive  officers  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s 
Association. 

Membership 

1.  Any  active  member  in  good  standing  with  the  State  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  any  Honorary  member  who  has  served  five  years  as  a 
fireman,  and  in  good  standing  with  the  State  Association,  shall  be 
eligible  for  membership  in  THE  FIREMEN’S  FRATERNAL  IN¬ 
SURANCE  FUND. 

2.  Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been  dropped  from  the 
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Roll  of  Members  for  non-payment  of  assessments  may  be  re-in¬ 
stated  in  his  membership  upon  application,  and  upon  a  showing 
that  he  is  in  good  health  at  the  time,  and  upon  paying  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  the  sum  of  $2.20,  together  with  all  past  due  assessments: 
Provided,  however,  that  said  application  for  reinstatement  shall  be 
made  within  twelve  months  after  the  time  his  name  shall  have 
been  dropped  from  the  roll,  and,  Provided,  further,  that  no  member 
so  in  default  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  application  for  re¬ 
instatement. 

Sub. -Sec.  2.  The  application  of  any  person  presented  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  for  member¬ 
ship  as  an  honorary  member  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sworn 
statement,  sworn  to  and  subscribed  before  a  Notary  Public  by  the 
three  ranking  officials  of  the  Department  or  organization  to  which 
applicant  has  belonged  to,  or  affiliated  with,  stating  that  such 
applicant  has  been  an  active  member  of  an  organized  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  is  in  good  standing  in 
the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  and  has  been  for 
the  period  of  FIVE  years  immediately  preceeding  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  his  application. 

Sub. -Sec.  3.  No  application  presented  for  membership  either 
active  or  honorary  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire¬ 
men’s  Fraternal  Insurance  Fund  if  the  age  of  the  applicant  is  in 
excess  of  50  years. 

Beneficiaries  and  Certificates 

3.  A  Certificate  of  Membership  shall  be  issued  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  THE  FIREMEN’S  FRATERNAL  INSURANCE  FUND  OF 
THE  STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary,  which  certificate,  among  other  things,  shall  set  forth 
the  name,  age,  place  of  residence  of  the  member,  and  also  the 
name,  age,  place  of  residence  and  relationship  of  the  Beneficiary 
named  and  designated  by  the  member  at  the  time  of  his  applica¬ 
tion. 

4.  The  Beneficiary  shall  be  named  and  designated  by  the  mem¬ 
ber  at  the  time  of  his  application  for  membership,  and  shall  be  a 
near  relative  of  the  applicant.  Provided;  that  in  exceptional  cases; 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  applicant 
may  designiate  his  estate  as  beneficiary. 

5.  The  designated  Beneficiary  may  be  changed  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  member  upon  surrender  of  his  Certificate  of  Membership 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $1.00,  and  thereupon  a  new  Certificate 
of  Membership,  with  the  name  of  the  new  beneficiary  therein 
stated,  shall  be  issued  to  him.  Upon  surrender  of  any  Certificate, 
the  President  and  Secretary  shall  cancel  the  same. 

6.  In  case  the  certificate  of  Membership  shall  be  lost  or  de¬ 
stroyed,  and  a  member  desires  to  procure  a  new  Certificate  of 
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Membership  or  desires  to  change  the  beneficiary  designated  therein, 
he  shall  have  the  resignated  beneficiary,  if  living,  join  in  the  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  new  certificate,  or  for  change  of  the  Beneficiary;  Pro¬ 
vided,  that  in  case  the  designated  beneficiary  be  dead,  proof  of 
such  fact  must  accompany  the  application  for  a  new  certificate, 
or  for  change  of  the  beneficiary. 

7.  In  case  the  designated  beneficiary  shall  pre-decease  the 
member,  and  the  member  shall  die  without  having  designated  a 
new  beneficiary,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the  amount  payable  un¬ 
der  the  Certificate  of  Membership  shall  be  payable  to  the  heirs 
at  law  or  legatees  of  such  deceased  member,  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  which  the  deceased  member  was  a  citizen  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Payment  of  Beneficiary  Fund 

Upon  receiving  satisfactory  notice  of  the  death  of  a  member  of 
THE  FIREMEN’S  FRATERNAL  INSURANCE  FUND  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  the  President  and  Treasurer 
shall  immediately  forward  to  the  beneficiary  designated  in  the 
Certificate  of  Membership,  if  living,  or  to  the  heirs  at  law  or 
legatees  of  such  deceased  member,  if  known,  and  the  designated 
beneficiary  be  dead,  a  check  for  a  sum  of  not  less  than  Two  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Fifty  Dollars  if  so  much  be  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time, 
and  as  soon  hereafter  as  practicable,  not  exceeding  sixty  days, 
the  balance  collected  upon  the  assessment  made  on  account  of  the 
death  of  such  deceased  member:  Provided,  that  no  amount  great¬ 
er  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  of  the  sum  collected  upon  the  as¬ 
sessment  made  for  the  death  of  any  deceased  member  shall  be 
paid  to  the  designated  beneficiary,  if  living,  or  to  the  heirs  at  law 
or  legatees  of  the  deceased  member,  if  the  resignated  beneficiary 
be  dead  at  the  time  of  the  levy  and  collection  of  such  assessment, 
Provided,  further  that  One  Dollar  from  every  assessment  in  excess 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  collected  from  members  shall  go  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  surplus  fund. 

Assessment  and  Beneficiary  Fund 

!•  Each  member  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Asso¬ 
ciation  becoming  a  member  of  the  Firemen’s  Fraternal  Insurance 
Fund  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  shall  pay  in  advance  to  the 
Secretary,  the  sum  of  $2.20  which  shall  constitute  the  first  two 
assessments. 

2.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member  of  the  Association,  there 
shall  be  levied  upon  each  member  an  assessment  of  $1.10,  and 
there  shall  be  levied  as  many  assessments  as  there  shall  be  deaths 
of  members,  to  the  end  that  the  primary  fund  arising  from  the 

first  two  assessments  shall  be  maintained  intact  as  nearly  as  pos¬ 
sible. 
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3.  All  assessments  shall  be  levied  by  the  Secretary,  notice  of 
which  shall  be  promptly  given  to  each  member,  and  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  to  said  President  and  Secretary  within  thirty  days  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  made. 

4.  Any  member  who  shall  fail  to  pay  the  assessment  levied, 
and  being  in  default  in  payment  thereof  for  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  such  assessment,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  THE 

FIREMEN’S  FRATERNAL  INSURANCE  FUND  OF  THE 

STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  and  shall  forfeit  all  interest 
therein,  unless  reinstated  as  herein  provided. 

5.  The  sum  arising  from  assessments  shall  be  apportioned  and 
applied  as  follows:  Ten  (10c)  cents  to  each  assessment  shall  be 
applied  to  the  account  of  salary  and  expenses  of  one  ($1.00)  Dol¬ 
lar  thereof,  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars,  as  heretofore 
provided,  to  the  beneficiary  of  the  member  for  whose  death  the 
assessment  may  be  levied. 

6.  Upon  payment  of  the  full  amount  collected  upon  an  assess¬ 
ment  on  account  of  the  death  of  any  member  of  the  Fund,  the 
President  and  Secretary  shall  cancel  the  certificate  of  membership 
of  such  deceased  member. 

Amendments 

These  By-Laws  and  Regulations  may  be  repealed,  amended  or 
added  to  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  any 
regular  meeting,  or  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  same 

to  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE 
FIREMEN’S  ASSOCIATION  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

Application  blanks  and  Forms  of  Certificate  of  Membership 
were  offered  for  inspection  and  the  question  of  the  exact  forms 
left  open  for  future  action. 

Upon  motion  of  Capt.  McNeil  the  election  of  a  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  resulted  as  follows:  James  H.  Wood,  John  L.  Foister,  Charles 
Schnibben,  R.  E.  Currier  and  John  L.  Miller,  the  same  persons  as 
now  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Firemen’s  Association.  The  work  of  the  incorporators  hav¬ 
ing  been  completed,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.
